McFarland’s 
attorney, 
John P. Bradshaw of Cape Gi­ 
rardeau, 
after 
entering the 
guilty plea for his client, said 
the youth has not entered mili­ 
tary service because to do so 
would be a compromise of his 
religious beliefs. 
The youth is a member of the 
Jehovah's Witensses, his attor­ 
ney said. 
Judge Harper told him “You 
fortunately live in a country 
where you have the right to wor­ 
ship as you please. No one has 
the right to challenge that.” 
The judge pointed out that the 
government makes provision in 
such matters and said the youth 
can choose to work in a hospital 
in lieu of serving in the mili­ 
tary. 
Judge Harper continued that 
over a period of years, there 
had been a number of such 
cases before him and that in all 
but one, the objector chose hos­ 
pital service.

Two photographs of him 
with Albanian Premier Mehmet 
Shehu somewhere in China show 
him in obvious good humor, 
looking healthier than 
ever, 
somewhat less gaunt than he 
seemed in photographs 
last 
year. 
Despite this, U.S. officials in 
Washington continue to believe 
Mao’s health is bad and power 
is slipping from his hands. 
They may have some intelli­ 
gence not available elsewhere. 
But there is nothing to be seen 
in Tokyo to support this, unless 
it is the actuarial tables on 
likelihood of illness. They are 
high for 72 year olds. 


The view here, based on an 
intensive study of Chinese pub­ 
lications and an analysis of the 
reports of diplomats and travel - 
ers from the mainland, is that 
Mao has not exercised day-to- 
day control of the government 
or party since 1959. 
In that year, he stepped down 
as chairman, or president, of 
the Chinese People's Republic 
for the avowed purpose of de vot­ 
ing more time to the large as­ 
pects of Chinese Communist 
policy and problems. 
He turned over the protocol 
and social functions inherent in 
the presidency to his heir ap­ 
parent, Liu Shao-chi. The work­ 
ing of the government already 
has been securely placed in the 
hands of Premier Chou En-lai 
and a veteran administration. 
Since then, Mao's absences 
from Peking have been more 
frequent and for longer dura­ 
tions. Generally he has sought 
the peace and quiet of the shim­ 
mering West Lake at Hangchow 
to work over his theories. 
The results of his research 
have generally become appar­ 
ent in the form of new rectifi­ 
cation drives, campaigns to 
place the party in totid control 
of the army, or movements, 
such as the one now in progress, 
to purge intellectuals, news­ 
papermen, youth groups, the 
army and the party itself at 
those who waver toward the 
policies of the Soviet Commu­ 
nist party.

SHINING HOURS 
Spring’s green tide sweeps over the meadows 
and valleys; it climbs upland fields and covers 
pasture hillsides. Each shining day one can see 
the welcome change as the sun climbs higher 
and blossoms and leaves tell us a new season is 
coming with a rush. 
It is a glorious time of year and the heart lifts 
to the shining hours that give us a flowering 
world. At dawn when the light rays paint pictures 
on the hills and robins carol from the old orchard 
behind the barn, you can see, smell and hear 
the promise that has never failed. 
Open lands and woodlands respond to the 
Master Plan. Along country roads the fiddleheads 
unroll; cinquefoil blossoms are golden dots on 
grassy pasture knolls; violets reflect the blue of 
the sky on creek banks; and peonies beneath 
farmhouse windows push glowing brown-gold 
heads above dark soil.

Virtually all signs during the early days of the 
century were square. They were square because 
the signs were made of wood and that was an 
easy shape to saw. 
Progress in sign-making in those days was 
somebody’s inspired idea for a diamond-shaped 
sign — just rotate the square. Later, sign makers 
began sawing off the corners of the diamond to 
get an octagon. 
For years, the size of signs was limited to 
two feet square. That was the largest that could 
be made with the machinery of a major Mid­ 
western sign manufacturer. 
Today, some signs are huge. One of the largest 
is a directional sign on a Chicago expressway. 
It’s 60 feet long and can be read from half a 
mile. 
All signs are getting bigger, especially signs 
on limited-access highways. Traffic engineers 
•realize that signs must be bigger if they are 
;to be seen — and comprehended — by motorists 
.traveling at high turnpike speeds. 
Another aid to visibility of signs at high speeds 
:is reflectivity. A sign that glows brilliantly in 
•headlights can be seen sooner and read more 
easily than a painted sign. The U.S. Bureau 
of Public Roads now requires that all signs in­ 
tended to be seen at night be reflective.

^ The future? One of the most intriguing pos­ 
sibilities is a “talking” sign that will broadcast 
a message into your car. It’s being tested.

Students who do not qualify by class standing 
may obtain deferment by making a score of 70 
on the Selective Service System’s college quali­ 
fication test. 
THE WHOLE IDEA of draft deferment on the 
basis of college standing or tests raises chal­ 
lenging questions. Rep. Hugh Carey (D N. Y.) 
said on April 28 that large families — especially 
from minority groups — were bearing the brunt 
of the draft. 
In a letter to Selective Service 
Director Lewis B. Hershey, Rep. Carey proposed 
establishing a rule that would permit only one son 
at a time to serve. Carey, the father of 10 chil­ 
dren, said it is often hard for parents of several 
children to send them all to college. 
Thus many boys are not able to get draft defer­ 
ments. Moreover, the exemption does not apply 
to a 20-year-old who prefers a career, say, as 
a mechanic or industrial worker. 
In World Wars I and II eligibility for the draft 
was established by lot. 
Any young man whose 
number had been called was subject to induction 
if he could not prove to the satisfaction of his 
local board that his was a special case. 
The present system, the Baltimore Sun ob­ 
serves piles “ unfairness upon unfairness.” Any 
draft is of course unfair, just as life, in Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s phrase, is unfair. But the Sun 
asks about the eligibility tests: “ Even if they 
measure intellectual attainment or potential as 
they are supposed to do, is this nation really 
in favor of a system that says a man’s duty to 
his country is inversely proportional to his wit?” 
As for the class standing, the newspaper makes 
the further point that a student at a hard school 
like Johns Hopkins who maintains a “ C” average 
is at a disadvantage as against one at an easy 
school who has no trouble establishing a “ B” 
average. For the young man who studiously wants 
to avoid being posted to South Viet Nam, the 
motivation for attending a country club college is 
clear. 
SELECTIVE SERVICE, like any kind of con­ 
scription, was originally established to spread 
the burden of military serv' ?e and the risk of 
death. In part it was felt tl t military service 
restricted to volunteers mit it cruelly skim off 
the cream — physically am mentally — of an 
entire generation. 
Today, with one out of six Selective Service 
registrants being drafted, almost the reverse 
is true. And the mounting criticism is not 
reserved to so-called 
doves in regard to 
Viet Nam.

This is exactly contrary 
to

Technological planners design 
vast and complex machinery, 
and som etim es fool them selves 
into thinking that their machin­ 
ery has done away with the need 
for men 
Before our space 
flights began, there were scien­ 
tists who thought that their 
"little black boxes” would do 
all that was necessary in space, 
and that the astronauts would 
simply ride along as passengers 
or excess baggage. 
Once actually out in the hos­ 
tile environment of space, as 
we all know, time after time 
one of the "little black boxes” 
failed and only the disciplined, 
skilled and superbly trained 
mind and body of the astronaut 
brought his craft safely back to 
earch. 
In just the same way, social 
planners design vast and com ­ 
plex 
bureaucratic machinery 
for redistributing wealth, pro­ 
viding education and jobs, and 
taking care of people generally. 
They often fool them selves into 
thinking that 
their machinery 
can solve all problems and that 
men need only do what the plan 
tells them. 
Once 
actually in 
operation, 
these plans invariably prove 
defective in a thousand ways, 
because 
human 
behavior is 
more complex than any machine 
ever imagined. Without people 
willing at least on occasion to 
break the pattern 
and impro­ 
vise, 
these social schem es 
would never even appear to 
work. Man 1s not a machine and 
he will never function like one, 
for he needs freedom to live 
and grow. HLH

Mass 
National 
Strike Pre­ 
dicted As Big Union Coalition 
Organizes to Take on GE and 
Westinghouse. 
New York: - You can be sure 
if it's Westinghouse and Gen­ 
eral Electric on one hand and a 
coalition of eight unions lead by 
such men as Walter Reuther, 
George Meany and young Paul 
Jennings on the other, and both 
sides are insulting each other 
- there’s an Armageddon in our 
future. 
Strong forces are maneuver­ 
ing for fixed positions. There 
could be a strike this fall. And 
no minor matter this. 
The labor team leads 180,- 
000 skilled employes in scores 
of plants. TTiis is not just elec­ 
tric bulb and vacuum cleaner 
stuff. 
It could 
affect at least 100 
other unions which GE and Wes­ 
tinghouse deal. It could reach 
to the moon by affecting sec­ 
tions 
of the intricate Apollo 
moon project feeder system s. 
Meanwhile, 
back 
here on 
earth, a bitter showdown over 
the myriad contracts which ex­ 
pire on Oct. 2 could mean 
disruption 
of 
critical plants 
such as the GE installation at 
Lynn, Mass. There they make 
small 
jet 
engines 
for heli­ 
copters now scheduled 
for 
Viet Nam. 
There are other plants such 
as the big jet production center 
on the outskirts of Cincinnati 
which would be paralyzed — 
and m ills turning out huge gen­ 
erators, 
desalinating equip­ 
ment and electronic system s 
too classified to discuss. 
Talk to both sides and they 
respond with statements that 
they are not "strike oriented.” 
But the labor team, not yet 
publicized but soon to hit the 
headlines as "The Committee 
on Collective Bargaining,” is 
running 17 major strategy meet­ 
ings 
in 11 states in coming 
weeks. And GE’s intra • plant, 
employe - relations information 
letter alerts company super­ 
visors for a possible strike and 
briefs them on procedures for 
obtaining police protection. 
The “ coordinated” team of 
unionists, some of whose lead­ 
ers have struck everything from 
the moonport to phantom jet, 
bullet, ball powder, and brass 
shell plants, charges the GE re­ 
fuses to bargain. • 
A GE vice president, Virgil 
Day, restorts bluntly that "the 
torpedoing of the sub-com m it­ 
tee proposal on one pretext or 
another, plus the raising of un­ 


realistic goals which are based 
on factors not relevant to our 
situation, seem s to suggest that 
the eight - union coalition is in­ 
tent 
on 
crisis bargaining to 
force a strike in the hope of 
getting the settlement dictated 
in Washington.” 
Another 
GE official, Phil 
Moore, 
manager, 
Employee 
Relations Service of the multi­ 
billion 
dollar 
corporation, 
charges that the "very magni­ 
tude of” the unions* demands 
suggests 
"that 
the coalition 
group has set a collision course 
toward a strike crisis to force 
federal intervention. . .” 
All this should not give the 
im pression that there has been 
any bargaining on the union de­ 
mands. 
The 
bargaining has 
pivoted on who is going to do 
the bargaining. This is most 
significant. 


Never before, that I can recol­ 
lect, have so many influential 
national 
labor leaders banded 
together, set up a national head­ 
quarters 
and 
moved against 
a major corporation in such co­ 
ordinated fashion. There 
are 
sm all unions in the eight-union 
cordial entente — such as the 
flint glass workers. 
Their action committee met in 
their headquarters at 1126-16th 
St. N . W. in Washington, D. C. 
last Friday morning. The big 
fellows said they look out for 
the little ones. 


This skull session came just 
48 hours after the coalition had 
met with some GE executives in 
the bargaining suites in this 
city. The meeting did not last 
long. The GE bargainers said 
courteously, but with steeled 
firm ness, they would negotiate 
with some of the unions 
in­ 
dividually. But not as a group. 
And then the company men de­ 
parted. 
Before they left they saldthey 
would never deal with the coali­ 
tion as a team. Later a spokes­ 
man for the labor alliance told 
this columnist that the team will 
stay intact forever. 
"We started in October. It is 
working 
well. 
Reuther 
and 
Meany 
meant 
it when 
they 
pledged support. We just won’t 
abandon it. It won't M l apart. 
You can give heavy odds 
on 
that.” 
It does appear that both sides 
will hold the line through the 
monsoon season. The deadline 
is Oqt. 2. 
But deadlines have a fatiguing 
habit of rolling around 
real 
fast.

When I Was a Boy

that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many interesting and 
humorous anecdotes. 
(Verbatim copy, with some questions and 
guesses as to missing words)

Oct. 8, 1920 
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When I 
* boy political 
campaigns were more exciting 
by far than is the present cam­ 
paign. At that time the two 
great 
political 
parties were 
Whigs and Democrats, 
the 
Republican party not having an 
existence until about the year 
1856, when it came in and has 
been 
with us ever since. The 
various candidates made their 
speaking 
tours on horseback 
as there were no railroads. 
Betting 
on the 
result was 
greater, I believe, than it is at 
the present time. I knew one 
man named Bouldin, who bet his 
farm, stock and, in fact, every­ 
thing that he possessed, on the 
Democratic candidate for presi­ 
dent. His boast was, “ If I win 
Julia will ride in a thousand 
dollar carriage and if I lose she 
will walk.” He won, for that 


was the year that James Bu­ 
chanan, the Democrat, 
was 
elected, defeating Gen. Win­ 
field Scott, the Whig candidate. 
That election broke me from 
ever again betting on anything 
political. You see, I had 
just 
finished learning the printers* 
trade and gone back to the farm 
where I put in a crop on the 
shares with a friend. All my 
relatives were Democrats but 
I bet on the White candidate. 
I and a grown man bet a six- 
dollar pair of pants on the re­ 
sult. That is we bet the goods 
as there 
were no ready made 
pants at that time. Whoever 
won was to go to the store, 
get the goods, the other fellow 
to pay for it. I lost and it t 
a long time to pay for them. 
Every time I got hold of a half 
dollar I would pay it on that 
fellow's breeches, but at last 


they were paid for and ever 
since then it Just makes me sick 
to talk of betting on an elec­ 
tion. And to cap it all, half our 
tobacco only brought $3 per hun­ 
dred pounds. 
When I was a boy the preach­ 
ers of all denominations in our 
part of the country preached 
very differently to the style of 
the modern preacher. Then the 
ministers preached nothing but 
Christ and Him crucified, and 
the love of God for his chil­ 
dren, except when they took up 
half of their two hour sermons 
in lambasting other denomina­ 
tions, which was quite often. 
Then they preached from an 
hour and a half to two hours 
and a half. Suppose our modern 
minister preached that long how 
many people would he have to 
hear him at his next service? 
The minister of today is better 
educated and may be sm arter 
but I think it would be quite 
refreshing 
to hear an 
old- 
fashioned hell-fire sermon once 
more. 
When I was young the country 
was new and the settlers usual­ 
ly built their houses 
near 
a 
spring 
or 
watercourse, and 


wells and cisterns were few and 
far between. Then there 
were 
many springs in all parts 
of 
Central Missouri and the small 
branches and creeks 
never 
went dry but continued to flow 
the year around. There was a 
small creek of water near our 
place and it was always fresh. 
There 
were large 
holes of 
water in it the year around. 
These holes were full of fish 
and I have caught many strings 
of them there with a pin hook 
and a twine string. Now 
the 
first dry spell of weather that 
comes dries that creek up and 
it stays dry all summer.

Processor

device 
designed “to process 
anything except the rooster's 
crew” has been developed by 
two Carthage men for chicken 
processors and others seeking 
an improved method of waste 
conversion. 
The machine's builders, Ed 
Hokanson and F. J. Hogemiller, 
say it will improve the render­ 
ing of all organic waste matter 
through an automatic, continu­ 
ous odor • free process and con­ 
vert proteins, found in nearly 
all animal 
and 
vegetable 
organisms lnte a high grade 


tfatil 20 years ago, "SoLanson 
f 
said, waste 
from processing 
plants was disposed of by dump­ 
ing in fields or into trenches. 
More recently, such waste has 
been sent to rendering plants, 
where the waste is cooked, agi­ 
tated and passed through a dry­ 
ing cycle. Upon completion of 
the drying process, the con­ 
tents are dumped to cool and 
excess oil is drained off. The 
operation, combined with the 
cooking vapors, pollutes the 
air with heavy odors. 
The machine developed by the 
two Carthage men is called a 
Proteinator. As the name im­ 
plies, it is designed to recover 
protein which loses some of its 
dietary value when processed 
under 
conventional “batch” 
type 
rendering. 
One of its 
features is the continuous hy- 
drolization of feathers, which 
are high in protein content. 
With the new process, the 
waste products pass through a 
grinder and into an injector 
which moves the product against 
pressure through a pre-heater. 
The product then reaches the 
Proteinator, a steam - jacketed 
cylinder 
containing agitator 
blades which modulate the heat 
and pressure. A very low pres­ 
sure is used for about five min­ 
utes to proteinize meat scraps 
and offal while a high pressure 
for about six mnutes is re­ 
quired for feathers. 
From the cooking cycle, the 
product goes to the ejector and 
into the first stage of the dry­ 
ing cycle, which is composed of 
steam • jacketed 
cylinders. 
These cylinders are separated 
by metering devices to allow 
for drying. 
The finished product is a dry 
granular meal, which can 
be 
handled and stored without de­ 
composition or spoilage.

President Lyndon Johnson has 
proclaimed the month of May 
as Senior Citizens' Month.

Senior Citi­ 
zens Month is an opportunity 
to draw attention to the fact 
that the qualities of imagination, 
persistence, and courage and 
willingness to take on new ideas' 
and new methods are within the 
minds of men and women of all 
ages.” 
Mr. Garnett went on to say 
that unfortunately too many em ­ 
ployers seem to think that older 
workers 
cannot produce as 
much as younger ones, and that 
it is costly to hire anyone in 
the middle or later years in life. 
This point of view has created 
a real employment problem for 
the so-called “ older w orkers.” 
The problem has become so 
acute, says Mr. Garnett, that 
many local offices in the nation­ 
wide network of public employ­ 
ment offices have specialists 
in counseling, job development, 
and placement of older workers. 
The fact that there is a need 
for such specialities is in itself 
a paradox in today's expand­ 
ing economy and rapidly grow­ 
ing job market. 
One of the most common com­ 
plaints of employers is that 
they are unable to fill their 
growing job needs with skilled 
and experienced workers. And 


yet, many of these same em ­ 
ployers have artificial age bar­ 
riers which prevent the hiring 
>f workers over 40 or 45, and 
vhich force long-time experi­ 
enced workers to retire as early 
as 55, regardless of their health 
o r ability to contribute. 
“ The effect is,” says Mr. 
Garnett, “ that we are putting 
millions of potential producers 
on the shelf. We are treating 
birthdays as if they were a 
disease, and too often we treat 
disease as if it were a m atter 
of birthdays. 
“ We put great stock in ex­ 
perience, but once a man or 
woman over 40 is unemployed, 
all of his years of experience 
and all his skill that yesterday 
identified him as a key man in 
his firm are foolishly devalu­ 
ated.” 
Studies conducted by the De­ 
partm ent of Labor have shown 
that older workers are produc­ 
tive, 
efficient, 
reliable, re ­ 
quire little supervision, and 
have generally excellent work 
attendance records. More and 
more employers are finding that 
their arbitrary hiring policies 
as to age are short-sighted and 
costly. 
One of the goals of Senior 
Citizens Month is to convince 
m ore employers to consider 
qualified workers over 40 for 
job openings. Maturity, judg­ 
ment, ability, and skills are 
among the valuable assets a 
forty-plus employee can bring 
a job. The right man for 
right job is a goal which 
most employers establish as 
their hiring policy. To meet 
this goal Mr. Garnett suggested 
a criteria to bear in mind— 
that it's ability, not age, that 
counts.

Edwin A. Leforte $28 million 
and what does he do with it? 
He burns it. 
He does it for a living. 
Monday he did away with $28. 
million. “ It ran a little low," 
he said. His daily total usually 
runs around $31 million —some­ 
times as much as $50 million. 
“ People seem to get excited 
it but it's just so much 
doesn't mean a thing 
to us,” said the gray-haired 
Treasury Department employe.

Leforte is chairman of what is 
known as the Destruction Com­ 
mittee.

Fine mesh screen covers 
the chimney top to prevent any 
burning bills or ashes from 
flying out. 
Worn-out bills are removed 
from circulation by the Federal 
Reserve banks around the coun­ 
try. The Treasury estim ates the 
average life of $1 bills at 18 
months, with the life span ad­ 
vancing for bills of larger de­ 
nominations to almost 
nine 
years for $50 bills. 
The reserve banks cut the tat­ 
tered bills in half horizontally 
and perforate them with a spe­ 
cial stamp before they are sent 
to Washington. A careful audit 
is made before they are sent to 
Laforte and his men. 
Then — poof! And up go the 
millions in smoke.

Whatever the re-election worries of nervous first-term 
House Democrats, their party's high command remains cool 
and collected as it contemplates the November tests. 
Some top men insist that they still see no measurable evi­ 
dence of a major anti-Johnson or anti-Democratic t r e n d 
across the nation. 
The White House now has in hand nearly 30 polls taken in 
various congressional districts. On balance they are amaz­ 
ingly favorable for the President 
One in Massachusetts shows a huge 88 per cent of those 
polled endorsing him. A New Jersey district nearly matched 
that with 82 per cent 


IN T H E SOUTH, however, there would not seem to be a 
comparable advance in the President's status over its low es­ 
tate of 1964. As a sample, an urbanized Alabama congres­ 
sional district shows in a poll that 78 per cent of the voters 
think he is doing either poorly or “not good.” 
Alabama was one of five Old South states which went for 
Barry Gold water in 1964. 
Soundings of a more general nature, taken by key Demo­ 
cratic circuit-riders. suggest that things are good in Minne­ 
sota and also in Indiana, notwithstanding the dove-like utter­ 
ances of Indiana's Sen. Vance Hartke. 
The Democratic high command continues to believe that 
House losses can be held to 30 or 35. which is not deemed 
seriously damaging to the President's majorities. 


A N O LD W A SH IN G T O N election hand thinks the reallv 
significant thing is that neither party appears to expect a 
large switch in the U.S. Senate, where Democrats now have 
a 68-32 edge. 
In his view, if a genuine trend against the administration 
were at work or in sight. Republicans should reasonably be 
talking of taking eight or 10 seats from the Democrats. The 
best guesses actually are for a pickup of less than a handful. 
This source argues that if this situation holds, it is tanta­ 
mount to acknowledging that there is no hostile trend in 
1966. 


DEMOCRATS DO, of course, have their customary organ­ 
izational problems in many places— including New York. 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and California. These were not crippling 
in the presidential race, but could hurt more in the off-year 
tests. But. again, top men decline to be gloomy. 
From January on. the Democratic professionals have seen 
their party affairs reported as a more or less continual tale 
of woe— grumbling over cutbacks in money and services at 
the national committee, a noisy party split over Viet Nam. 
the jittery maneuverings of the freshmen Democrats in the 
House. 
Through it all. the cooler heads have stayed cool. They are-

They also agree to do away 
with the internal trade barriers 
on agricultural and industrial 
goods by July 1, 1968 -• 
18 
months ahead of schedule. 
The farm financing issue has 
been one of the most controver­ 
sial in the Common Market’s 
eight-year history and was a 
major factor In the long crisis 
which threatened to disrupt the 
West European trade bloc last 
summer. 
The ministers agreed on the 
joint community financing of 
the cost of farm supports by 
July 1. 1967. 


This will apply to all major 
farm products for which com­ 
mon rules and prices have been 
set. It is expected to cover all 
Common Market farm produce 
by July 1, 1968. 
To raise the level of farm ef­ 
ficiency throughout the com­ 
munity, particularly in the most 
backward areas like southern 
Italy, the cost of farm improve­ 
ment will be borne partly from 
community funds. 
The means by which the six 
countries individually use to 
protect their farmers will then 
be replaced by a joint system 
and they will jointly finance 
subsidies to dispose of sur­ 
pluses on the world market. 
The Common Market’s mem­ 
bers are France, West Germa­ 
ny, Italy, Belgium, the Nether­ 
lands and Luxembourg.

SAIGON, South Viet Nam AP-- 
What did Premier Nguyen Cao 
Ky say at a news conference 
Saturday about remaining 
In 
power? 
The report that he said he 
would stay In office for at least 
another year has touched off 
controversy In South Vietnam­ 
ese 
political circles and in 
Washington. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
says Ky’s remarks were misin­ 
terpreted and that a transcript 
furnished him of the news con­ 
ference did 
not contain the 
statement by Ky which aroused 
the controversy. 
No transcript was made during 
the conference, although 
Ky 
repeated the gist of his remarks 
afterward for an NBC television 
crew. As reconstructed from 
the NBC tapes and Western 
newsmen’s notes, this Is what 
he said: 
Q. W ill you 
resign when an 
assembly Is elected this fall: 
A. No. Their mission Is to 
draft the constitution. I will stay 
in power until the National As­ 
sembly is elected. Now it will be 
only a constituent assembly, 
they have no right to name a 
government. . .There will be 
another election some time in 
1967.” 
Asked whether he will stay In 
power until then, Ky replied: 
“ If I feel strong enough, In 
good health, and If my wife lets 
me -- yes.” 
Q. That means your govern­ 
ment Is staying In power anoth­ 


er year? 
A. The government stays until 
the constitution Is drafted. Then 
a legislative assembly will be 
created. 
Q. You mean there will be 
another election next year? 
A. Yes, election for National 
Assembly. 
Q. Then you are staying In 
power for another year? 
A. At least for another year, 
there Is no doubt about that. 
Rusk told an ABC television 
Interviewer Sunday that “ Ky 
didn’t 
say 
according to the 
transcript I have In front of me 
that he Is going to stay In office 
another year. He did refer to 
election for a National Assem­ 
bly to be conducted In 1967. He 
didn’t say what time In 1967.” 
Q. When elections are held for 
the assembly, are you thinking 
of being a candidate for that? 
A. You mean the final election 
In 1967, yes. 
Rusk said In the television 
Interview that Ky replied, “ I 
don’t know” when asked wheth­ 
e r he would run for the National 
Assembly. The secretary of 
state added, however, that he 
did not have a full transcript of 
Ky’s news conference. 
Rusk told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee Monday 
that he believed Ky*s remarks 
had been 
misinterpreted 
to 
mean he was backtracking on 
his promise to step down. He 
again 
acknowledged that his 
transcript of the Ky conference 
could be incomplete.

(Continued) 
It is not as surprising as it 
seems on first blush that Mr. 
Justice Black should have writ­ 
ten the lone dissent. From time 
to time the Court’s senior mem­ 
ber has shown a remarkable 
respect for the fact that the 
word “ property” in the Fifth 
and Fourteenth 
Amendments 
really means property, although 
not by any means at all times. 
He is well known also for literal 
interpretations 
of the First 
Amendment. What he did In this 
case was to carry his literalism 
over into the property rights 
field. He said: 


I have previously had a num­ 
ber of occasions to dissent from 
judgments of this Court balanc­ 
ing away the First Amendment’s 
unequivocally guaranteed rights- 
of free speech, press, assembly 
and petition. In this case, I 
am 
compelled to dissent from 
the Court’s balancing away the 
plain guarantee of Art I, No. 
10. that 
“ No State shall***passany*** 
Law impairing the Obligation 
of Contracts***,” 
a balancing which results in 
the State of Texas’ taking a 
man's private property for pub­ 
lic use without compensation In 
violation of the equally plain 
guarantee of the Fifth Amend­ 
ment, made applicable to the 
States by the Fourteenth, that 
” * * * private property (shall 
not) be taken for public use, 
without just compensation.” 
The respondent, Simmons, is 
the loser and the treasury of 
the State of Texas the ultimate 
beneficiary of the Court’s ac­ 
tion. 
After setting forth the facts, 
he observed: 
The Court says that the State, 
after making a contractual ob­ 
ligation voluntarily and eager­ 
ly when the property was a 
drug on the market, was never­ 
theless free to enact the 1941 
statute which not only impaired 
but flatly repudiated its former 
obligation after the land had 
greatly increased in value. And 
strange as it sounds, one of 
the reasons the Court gives 
as justification for Texas’ re­ 
pudiation of its obligation to 
Simmons and many others is 
^ that these contracts had turned 
* out to be 
a bad bargain and 
Texas had lost millions of dol­ 
lars by honoring them in the 
past. If the hope and realiza­ 
tion of profit to a contract 
braker are hereafter to be given 
either 
partial or sufficient 
weight to cancel out the unequi­ 
vocal constitutional command 
against impairing the obliga­ 
tions of contracts, that com­ 
mand will be nullified by what 
is the most common cause for 
breaking contracts. I cannot 
subscribe to such a devitaliz­ 
ing constitutional doctrine. 
Mr. Justice Black then set 
forth the policy of the Con­ 
tract Clause as follows: 
The Contract Clause was in­ 
cluded in the same section of 
the Constitution which forbids 
States to pass bills of attain­ 
der or ex post facto laws. All 
three of these provisions reflect 
the strong belief of the Fram­ 
ers of the Constitution that men 
should not have to act at their 
peril, fearing always that the 
State might change its mind and 
alter the legal consequence of 
their past acts so as to take 
away their lives, their liberty 
or their property. James Madi­ 
son explained that the people 
were “ weary of the fluctuating 
policy” of State legislatures and 


wanted it made clear that under 
the new Government men could 
safely rely on States to keep 
faith with those who justifiably 
relied on their promises. The

MY REPORT on our m ilitary 
posture in Europe and the prob­ 
lem s we face as a result of 
the recent decisions of P re si­ 
dent de Gaulie were filed this 
past week with the Chairmen 
of the Senate Armed Services 
and Foreign Relations Com­ 
m ittees. 
As I had been appointed one of 
a delegation to represent the 
Senate at the 18-Nation Dis­ 
arm am ent Conference, I visited 
Geneva over the E aster recess, 
attending 
the 
Conference on 
April 4 and 5, and then went 
on to Germany, France, and 
Great B ritain. 
This trip to Europe and the 
evidence which I have seen con­ 
vinced me that under present 
policies 
we are 
over-com ­ 
mitted. 
There is the growing size of 
our commitment in Southeast 
Asia. There is the changing 
character of our commitment 
in Europe, resulting from the 
changes being generated by the 
actions of General de Gaulle. 
And there are other considera­ 
tions of a classified character 
which are set forth in my re­ 
port. 
One gets the im pression that 
the European countries p refer 
to concentrate on the prosperity 
they are enjoying instead of 
fulfilling their NATO commit­ 
ments. 
Whereas in the last ten years 
the United States has suffered 
a heavy reduction in gold hold­ 
ings and reserves, these coun­ 
tries have made 
significant 
increases in both categories. 
For example, West Germany 
has increased their gold hold­ 
ings 480 percent. 
Yet none of them have met 
their NATO obligations. 
Our representatives to the 18- 
Nation 
Disarmament 
Con­ 
ference are handling their part 
with patience and ability. It is, 
however, 
very 
difficult 
to 
understand how there could be 
a meaningful world arms con- 
trol-disarmament 
agreement 
when two of the five members 
of the ‘‘nuclear club” are not 
participating in the discussion. 
I talked at length with Mr. 
Alexei 
Roshchin, the Soviet 
delegate. In his first speech 
before the Conference in the 
Palais des Nations, he pre­ 
sented why the Soviet Union 
objects so strongly to our pro­ 
posal to work out an agreement 
which he claim s wpuld allow a 
form of praifftranon 'In our— 
bloc.

Missouri 
Press Report

The President has just an­ 
nounced a 15 percent increase 
in wheat allotment acreage for 
the 1967 crop year. Farmers 
will be permitted to plant 7.7 
million 
additional acres of 
wheat. 


This means that Missouri 
farmers with wheat allotments 
will be able to plant 227,269 
additional acres this fall. 
Experts are now predicting a 
total wheat acreage in Missouri 
this year of 1,742,401. 
The announcement is welcome 
news to Missourians. It is an 
important step in our effort to 
meet domestic 
demands for 
wheat while supplying wheat to 
feed 
the hungry 
in less- 
developed countries. 
Also good news this week was 
word that the Secretary of Agri­ 
culture has approved immediate 
pork purchases by the Depart­ 
ment of Defense. 


The Secretary called for the 
purchase of both ham and pork 
to feed U.S. military personnel. 
Am co-sponsor of two bills 
just introduced in the Senate. 
Both bills are very important 
to Missourians. 
—A bill to improve Congres­ 
sional controls on the importa­ 
tion of milk and. dairy products. 
The bill keeps dairy imports at 
the

Recent modest 
dairy income gains in Missouri 
could be completely wiped out 
unless Congress acts to make 
more effective our control on 
dairy imports. 
—A concurrent resolution re­ 
affirming the Senate’s goal of 
parity prices for agriculture. If 
passed, the resolution would 
extend to all government agen­ 
cies 
the important responsi­ 
bility of working toward parity 
prices. Under present law only 
the Department of Agriculture 
is committed to this goal. 
On March 15, 1966, agricul­ 
tural prices in the United States 
were 82% of parity. 
Am now back at work in the 
Senate. After a successful op­ 
eration, including a partial ton­ 
sillectomy, was able to rest a 
couple of days before returning 
to work. 
Feeling fine and look forward 
to being in Missouri this week­ 
end for a number of speeches 
and meetings.

Fiber Competition? 


Cotton's Future Depends On It 
American cotton fanners de­ 
serve and must have a fighting 
chance to reverse the disas­ 
trous trend in their markets. 
Over the last quarter of a 
century, they have seen these 
markets invaded by man-made 
fibers, paper, plastics, fbreign- 
grown cotton, and others. 
Since 1939, other fibers have 
taken over more than two-fifths 
of U.S. cotton's share of the 
domestic textile market, and 
more than one-half of its share 
of the foreign market. 
In the same period, the har­ 
vested acreage of American 
cotton has been cut by more than 
40 per cent. 
Even so, the carryover of 
American cotton will set a new 
all-time high this season. And 
Congress has just enacted a 
new 
cotton program which, 
among other things, is aimed at 
bringing further cuts in pro­ 
duction, at least in the short 
run. 
Cotton farmers literally have 
their backs to the wall. In their 
effort to meet price com­ 
petition, they have been in­ 
creasing efficiency and pro­ 
ductivity. But continual cut­ 
backs 
in production damage 
efficiency and raise unit costs. 
Unless farmers are to lose cot­ 
ton as a major crop, they must 
have larger markets to accom­ 
modate higher efficiency and 
productivity. 
IS PRICE THE PROBLEM? 
Some of the market losses 
have been based on price com­ 
petition. This has been par­ 
ticularly true in the case of 
rayon and foreign-grown cot­ 
ton. 
For the time being, however, 
cotton is being made reasonably 
competitive 
through govern­ 
ment subsidies. And whatever 
else :r»ay be said about it, the 
new four-year program just en­ 
acted by Congress permits the 
government to go the last mile 
in making American 
cotton 
competitive in price. 
But will this kind of govern­ 
ment price policy win the mar­ 
kets that cotton farmers so des­ 
perately need? 
It will help. It is a necessary 
condition 
for winning these 
markets. 
But price alone is 
conpletely incapable of doing 
the job. 
THE CHALLENGE OF 
MAN-MADE FIBERS 
The greatest challenge to cot­ 
ton is from the man-made fibers 
—many of them much higher in 
price than cotton. 
In the United States, the con­ 
sumption of mad-made fibers 
now exceeds that of cotton. 
About 95 per cent of the pro­ 
duction of these fibers is ac­ 
counted for by just 10 giant 
corporations. And their gains 
against cotton have been based 
on enormous spending on re­ 
search and promotion—spend­ 
ing which currently is about 
$200 million a year. 
They are using research to 
put new consumer appeals in 
their fibers—to give them new 
features which can be promoted 
year after year, in all the 
different end use markets. 
The overwhelming success of 
the non-cellulosic fibers such 
as nylon and polyester — all 
more expensive than cotton— 
is the best possible illustration 
of what can be accomplished 
through quality improvement, 
product development and pro­ 
motion. Between 1960 and 1964, 
the non-cellulosics took about 
two-thirds of the 4-million- 
bale growth in the domestic 
market. These gains by the 
more expensive fibers are the 
great new thrust in the textile 
world today. 
WHAT COTTON FARMERS 
HAVE DONE 
Pitted against the few giant 
man-made fiber corporations 
are almost a half-million cot­ 
ton farmers. They are loosely 
organized. Individually, their 
resources are comparatively 
sm all. They have obvious dif­ 
ficulties in competing in re­ 
search and promotion. But they 
have been fighting back in the 
only wsty they can; that is, 
through group effort. 
In 1939, farmers joined with 
• other branches of the industry 
in forming and supporting the 
National Cotton Council, which 
is dedicated to the task of 
increasing the consumption of 
American cotton through cost 
reduction, 
quality 
improve­ 
ment, and sales promotion. 
Over the years, the Council's 
over-all program has been built 
up to a peak level of about $3 
million a year. It has produced 
excellent results in terms of 
the dollars it had to spend. 
But cotton farmers realize^ 
by 1960, that the Council's pro­ 
gram could not begin to achieve 
the size necessary to cope with • 
the man-made fiber challenge. 
So they took another’important 
step. They decided to supple­ 
ment and reinforce the Coun­ 
cil's work by forming the Cot­ 
ton Producers Institute — an 
organization to be financed by 
$l-per-bale contributions from 
farmers, for the sole purpose 
of increasing cotton research 
and promotion to an adequate 
level. 
Since then, the Instltue has 
become a reality. While it works 
hand in hand with the Council— 
and utilizes the staff of the 
Council to eliminate any over­ 
head — it is separately con­ 
trolled by the producers who 


put up the money. 
Currently, the Institute has a 
budget of just over $3 mil­ 
lion a year. This has per­ 
mitted cotton to have, for the 
first time, a significant invest­ 
ment in advertising aimed di­ 
rectly at the consumer. It has, 
for the first time, enabled the 
industry to make major con­ 
tributions in several crucial 
areas of research. 
Even so, cotton is still far 
short of having the funds that 
are necessary to make it com­ 
petitive in research and pro­ 
motion. And it has become abun­ 
dantly clear that the Institute, 
under its present finance pro­ 
gram, cannot hope to increase, 
or even to maintain, its present 
level of revenue. 
THE COMPETITIVE FACTOR 
To understand the Insitute's 
finance problem, it is necessary 
to keep in mind that there are 
almost 500,000 separate cotton 
farmers 
spread 
across 
the 
Southern one-third of the coun­ 
try, from the Carolinas to Cali­ 
fornia. It would be self-defeat­ 
ing—it would be prohibitive in 
cost—to try to make individual 
contacts with, and collections 
from, all these farmers. The 
only sound way to make col­ 
lections is to utilize the proc­ 
essing and handling firms where 
cotton becomes concentrated. 
One of the difficulties here is 
that 
the 
processor-handier 
firms are fiercely competitive 
among themselves. And the $1- 
per-bale collection for the In­ 
stitute can be a real competitive 
factor. 
Assume, for example, an area 
in which gins are to make col­ 
lections. There is no problem 
if all the gins in the area co­ 
operate fully with the Institute. 
But if just one gin in an area 
refuses to collect in order to 
gain an edge over his competi­ 
tors, the whole system breaks 
down and no one collects. This 
is the key reason why the In­ 
stitute cannot move ahead in 
many important areas, even 
where the great majority of pro­ 
ducers 
and 
other industry 
groups are strongly in favor 
of its program. 
UNIFORM COLLECTION IS A 
MUST 
Producer leaders have had to 
face the necessity of develop­ 
ing a uniform collection proce­ 
dure. After carefully studying 
every possible alternative, they 
have concluded that there is 
only one realistic approach: 
This is to use a referendum 
to permit farmers to decide on 
the establishment of a uniform 
collection system. 
The Board of Trustees of the 
Institute has approved this ap­ 
proach. So has the Board and 
the delegate body of the Nation­ 
al Cotton Council. Approval also 
was expressed by virtually all 
of the 2,000 key growers attend­ 
ing 
14 
Institute 
committee 
meetings across the Cotton Belt 
in mid-1965. 
THE PROPOSAL 
The proposal calls for enabl­ 
ing legislation which, in es­ 
sence, would provide for the 
following: 
A referendum of cotton grow­ 
ers, on a Beltwide basis, on 
the question of a research and 
promotion assessment of $1 a 
bale. Two-thirds approval of 
those voting, or of the volume 
represented by those voting, 
would be required. This assess­ 
ment could be discontinued if 
it failed to win simple majority 
approval in subsequent referen- 
dums. 
Voluntary participation of in­ 
dividual growers is provided for 
in the proposal. While collec­ 
tions would be uniform in order 
to eliminate the competitive 
factor among processors and 
handlers, any grower could re­ 
quest and receive a refund of 
his money. 
Producer organizations in the 
various states would apply to 
the Secretary of Agriculture for 
approval to participate in the 
program. Approval would be 
based on a careful set of criteria 
to determine the extent to which 
a given organization is qual­ 
ified to represent cotton pro­ 
ducers. 
A Cotton Board would be ap­ 
pointed by the Secretary, from 
nominations submitted by the 
approved producer organiza­ 
tions. Each of the 14 major 
cotton states would have at least 
lone Board member, with ad­ 
ditional members being allotted 
to the heavier producing states. 
The Board would be a quasi- 
governmental body. It would re­ 
ceive the funds; contract with a 
Beltwide cotton producer or­ 
ganization for their expendi­ 
ture; and in general look after 
the government's responsibility 
for seeing that the funds are 
spent for the purposes intended. 
The governing body of the Belt- 
wide 
producer 
organization 
would bt selected by the ap­ 
proved producer organizations 
in the various cotton states— 
just as the CPI Board is now se­ 
lected. Each state would be 
represented on the governing 
body in ratio to the funds paid 
in, just as at present. The gov­ 
erning body would have the pow­ 
er to utilize the experience and 
demonstrated ability of the re­ 
search and promotion staff of 
the National Cotton Council and 
thus avoid overhead expenses. 
APPROACH? 
There is nothing radical or 
new in the idea of cotton farm­ 
ers—or other farmers—being 


permitted to vote in a referen­ 
dum on matters that are of vital 
concern to them. 
Ever since 1938, farmers have 
been voting in referendums on 
the 
approval 
of marketing 
quotas which have served as the 
basis for acreage allotments. 
Many years ago, in the Mis­ 
sissippi Delta, farmers voted 
in a referendum to do something 
about flood control by assess­ 
ing themselves a dollar per bale 
on the cotton they produced. 
And this same principle of 
financing has long since been 
applied to research and promo­ 
tion for a wide variety of farm 
commodities — fruit, 
dairy 
products, wool, vegetables, and 
others. 
In fact, a study of the U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
dated June, 1965, shows there 
are 
128 commissions, coun­ 
cils, boards, institures, etc., 
which have been established 
under federal or state enabling 
laws, to do promotion or re­ 
search in behalf of farm com­ 
modities. These organizations 
are financed by assessments, 
check-offs or taxes which have 
been approved in producer ref­ 
erendums. 
Cotton farmers have simply 
reached the point in time when 
they must use this same long- 
established approach in financ­ 
ing the research and promotion 
that is essential to their sur­ 
vival. 
THE REAL ISSUE 
American cotton farmers are 
asking for nothing more than the 
chance to save themselves from 
destruction. This is the real 
issue and it must be judged on 
its merits. 
Farmers want a practical way 
to put up their own money, on 
a fair and equal basis, for the 
sole purpose of promoting cot­ 
ton products and of conducting 
research to lower costs, im­ 
prove quality, and develop bet­ 
ter products to serve the con­ 
sumer. 
With this program of self-help, 
farmers will do more than save 
themselves. They will save for 
the consuming public the most 
versatile and useful fiber ever 
known to man. They also will 
save an industry that employs 
millions and has long been a 
vital part of American agri­ 
culture and a major factor in our 
national economy.

Sometimes when I write these 
articles, I have to stop and 
translate the words which nat­ 
urally describe the action and 
events into words which can be 
easily understood, but lack the 
descriptive power of the words 
that actually fit. 
Every type of occupation has 
words coined just for use within 
that field, because experience 
has shown that certain words 
and phrases more accurately 
fit any given situation within 
that particular profession, than 
everyday English.

‘‘Roger one seven winds calm 
altimeter two niner niner seven 
off at two six contact flight 
follin fox mike.” (permission 
is granted, the winds are calm, 
the barametrlc pressure is 29. - 
97 inches, you are taking off at 
26 minutes after the hour. Ar­ 
range for radar to monitor your 
flight by calling on your FM 
radio.) The entire transmission 
is run together in one long 
string. 
| 
«‘One SeVen" (the pilot has 
understood the instructions and 
will comply with them. 
Our mission for today is to 
support ARVN (Army of the Re­ 
public of Viet Nam) and act as 
FAC for VNAF (Forward Air 
Controller for Vietnamese Air 
Force.) Since we are SLICK 
(Without guns on the helicopter) 
we may also DUSTOFF (Evacu­ 
ate wounded). When we pick out 
a 
potential 
target, 
we will 
SMOKE IT (drop a smoke bomb) 
so that TACAIR (Tactical Air­ 
craft-Fighters) and DELIVER 
ORDINANCE (bomb and strafe). 


Pathfinders have laid out an 
LZ.

McFarland's 
attorney, 
John P. Bradshaw of Cape Gi­

would be a compromise of his 
religious beliefs. 
The youth is a member of the 
Jehovah's Witensses, his attor­ 
ney said. 
Judge Harper told him "You 
fortunately live in a

where you have the right to wor­ 
ship as you please.

TOKYO AP -- The message 
said “ Mao Tze-tung reported 
dead. Please check." The year 
was 1946. 
Now 72 years old, the chair­ 
man of the Chinese Communist 
party has perhaps had more 
demises and resurrections--on 
paper -- than any other world 
figure. 
Mao has emerged again after 
a six-month absence from pub­ 
lic view during whic h all the old 
rum ors and speculation were 
aired. Two photographs of him 
with Albanian Prem ier Mehmet 
Shehu somewhere in China show 
him in obvious good humor, 
looking healthier than 
ever, 
somewhat less gaunt than he 
seemed in photographs 
last 
year. 
Despite this, U.S. officials in 
Washington continue to believe 
Mao's health is bad and power 
is slipping from his hands. 
They may have some intelli­ 
gence not available elsewhere. 
But there is nothing to be seen 
in Tokyo to support this, unless 
It Is the actuarial tables on 
likelihood of illness. They are 
high for 72 year olds. 


The view here, based on an 
Intensive study of Chinese pub­ 
lications and an analysis of the 
reports of diplomats and travel­ 
e rs from the mainland, is that 
Mao has not exercised day-to- 
day control of the government 
o r party since 1959. 
In that year, he stepped down 
as chairman, or president, of 
the Chinese People's Republic 
for the avowed purpose of devot­ 
ing more time to the large a s­ 
pects of Chinese 
Communist 
policy and problems. 
He turned over the protocol 
and social functions inherent in 
the presidency to his heir ap­ 
parent, Liu Shao-chi. The work­ 
ing of the government already 
has been securely placed in the 
hands of Premier Chou En-iai 
and a veteran administration. 
Since then, Mao's absences 
from Peking have been more 
frequent and for longer dura­ 
tions. Generally he has sought 
the peace and quiet of the shim ­ 
mering West Lake at Hangchow 
to work over his theories. 
The results of his research 
have generally become appar­ 
ent in the form of new rectifi­ 
cation 
drives, 
campaigns to 
place the party in total control 
of the army, or movements, 
such as the one now in progress, 
to purge 
intellectuals, news­ 
papermen, youth groups, the 
army and the party itself of 
those who waver toward the 
policies of the Soviet Commu­ 
nist party.

The spokesman said a 
sign 
identifying the areas as one in 
which an entrance fee is re­ 
quired has been erected at each 
of the dozen or so sites. The 
sites are where the Corps of 
Engineers has improved the 
area in some manner, such as 
installing a paved boat launch­ 
ing ramp or camping and pic­ 
nic facilities. The Corps has 
emphasized that the entrance 
fee is not required at any pri­ 
vate launching ramp or other 
facility and also Is not re ­ 
quired at Wappapello State Park 
where the State of Missouri has 
Installed many recreational fa­ 
cilities. 
There are three different types 
of fees. The "Annual Permit" 
costs $7 and permits a vehicle 
and all Its occupants to enter all 
designated federal areas na­ 
tionwide. 
A "Temporary 30-Day Per­ 
m it" costs $3 for a vehicle and 
all occupants or $1.50 for just 
the vehicle and driver. 
This 
temporary permit would be good 
for use at one reservoir only. 
The third type will be called 
the "Day Use Permit" and will 
be good at all federal designated 
areas. It will cost $1 for the 
vehicle and all occupants or 50 
cents for vehicle and driver 
only. 
Here Is a list of the Wappa­ 
pello areas: Redman 
Creek 
Camping Area; Redman Creek 
Picnic Area;

Launching Ramp; Outlet Chan­

religious beliefs. 
The youth is a member of the 
Jehovah's Wttensses, his attor­ 
ney said. 
Judge Harper told him "You 
fortunately live in a country 
where you have the right to wor­ 
ship as you please. No one has 
the right to challenge that." 
The judge pointed out that the 
government makes provision in 
such matters and said the youth 
can choose to work In a hospital 
in lieu of serving in the mili­ 
tary. 
Judge Harper continued that 
over a period of years, there 
had been a number of such 
cases before him and that in all 
but one, the objector chose hos­ 
pital service. 
It Is understood that a con­ 
scientious objector can work in 
a federal hospital—not veterans 
hospitals, however—at nominal 
pay for a period comparable to 
a tour of military service. 
Judge Harper said to choose 
otherwise would result In the 
five-year sentence, which would

parole in 20 months.

TOKYO AP — The message 
said "Mao Tze-tung reported 
dead. Please check." The year 
was 1946. 
Now 72 years old, the chair­ 
man of the Chinese Communist 
party has perhaps had more 
demises and resurrecttons--on 
paper -- than any other world 
figure. 
Mao has emerged again after 
a six-month absence from pub­ 
lic view during which all the old 
rumors and speculation were 
aired. Two photographs of him 
with Albanian Premier Mehmet 
Shehu somewhere in China show 
him in obvious good humor, 
looking healthier than 
ever, 
somewhat less gaunt than he 
seemed in photographs 
last 
year. 
Despite this, U.S. officials in 
Washington continue to believe 
Mao's health Is bad and power 
is slipping from his hands. 
They may have some intelli­ 
gence not available elsewhere, 
i f f ie r * lf MtttflKtBI i seen 
in Tokyo to support this, unless 
it Is the actuarial tables on 
likelihood of Illness.

The view here, based on an 
intensive study of Chinese pub­ 
lications and an analysis of the 
reports of diplomats and travel­ 
ers from the mainland, Is that 
Mao has not exercised day-to- 
day control of the government 
or party since 1959, 
In that year, he stepped down 
as chairman, or president, of 
the Chinese People's Republic 
for the avowed purpose of de »ot- 
ing more time to the large as­ 
pects of Chinese Communist 
policy and problems. 
He turned over the protocol 
and social functions Inherent In 
the presidency to his heir ap­ 
parent, LtuShao-chl. The work­ 
ing of the government already 
has been securely placed in the 
hands of Premier chou En-lai 
and a veteran administration. 
Since then, Mao's absences 
from Peking have been more 
frequent and for longer dura­ 
tions. Generally he fees sought 
the peace and quiet of the shim­ 
mering West Lake at Hangchow 
to work over his theories. 
The results of his research 
have generally become appar­ 
ent In the form of new rectifi­ 
cation drives, campaigns to 
place the party In total control 
of the army, or movements, 
such as the one now in progress, 
to purge 
Intellectuals, news­ 
papermen, youth groups, the 
army and the party Itself of 
those who waver toward the 
policies of the Soviet Commu­ 
nist party.

Traffic engineers 
realize that signs must be bigger if they are 
to be seen — and comprehended — by motorists 
traveling at high turnpike speeds. 
Another aid to visibility of signs at high speeds 
is reflectivity. A sign that glows brilliantly in 
headlights can be seen sooner and read more 
easily than a painted sign.

of the draft. 
In a letter to Selective Service 
Director Lewis B. Hershey, Rep. Carey proposed 
establishing a rule that would permit only one son 
at a time to serve. Carey, the father of 10 chil­ 
dren, said it is often hard for parents of several 
children to send them all to college. 
Thus many boys are not able to get draft defer­ 
ments. Moreover, the exemption does not apply 
to a 20-year-old w'ho prefers a career, say, as 
a mechanic or industrial worker. 
In World Wars I and II eligibility for the draft 
was established by lot. 
Any young man whose 
number had been called was subject to induction 
if he could not prove to the satisfaction of his 
local board that his was a special case. 
The present system, the Baltimore Sun ob­ 
serves piles “ unfairness upon unfairness.” Any 
draft is of course unfair, just as life, in Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s phrase, is unfair. But the Sun 
asks about the eligibility tests: “ Even if they 
measure intellectual attainment or potential as 
they are supposed to do, is this nation really 
in favor of a system that says a man’s duty to 
his country is inversely proportional to his wit?” 
As for the class standing, the newspaper makes 
the further point that a student at a hard school 
like Johns Hopkins who maintains a “ C” average 
is at a disadvantage as against one at an easy 
school who has no trouble establishing a “ B” 
average. For the young man who studiously wants 
to avoid being posted to South Viet Nam, the 
motivation for attending a country club college is 
clear. 
SELECTIVE SERVICE, like any kind of con­ 
scription, was originally established to spread 
the burden of military serv' ^e and the risk of 
death. In part it w'as felt tl t military service 
restricted to volunteers mit it cruelly skim off 
the cream -- physically an' mentally — of an 
entire generation. 
Today, with one out of six Selective Service 
registrants being drafted, almost the reverse 
is true. And the mounting criticism is not 
reserved to so-called 
doves in regard to 
Viet Nam.

Before our space 
flights began, there were scien­ 
tists who thought that their 
“ little black boxes” would do 
all that was necessary in space, 
and that the astronauts would 
s imply ride along as passengers 
or excess baggage. 
Once actually out in the hos­ 
tile environment of space, as 
we all know, time after time 
one of the “ little black boxes” 
failed and only the disciplined, 
skilled and superbly trained 
mind and body of the astronaut 
brought his craft safely back to 
earch. 
In just the same way, social 
planners design vast and com ­ 
plex 
bureaucratic 
machinery 
for redistributing wealth, pro­ 
viding education and jobs, and 
taking care of people generally. 
They often fool themselves into 
thinking that 
their machinery 
can solve all problems and that 
men need only do what the plan 
tells them. 
Once 
actually in 
operation, 
these plans invariably prove

ever imagined. Without people 
willing at least on occasion to 
break the pattern 
and impro­ 
vise, 
these social schemes 
would never even appear to 
work. Man is not a machine and 
he will never function like one, 
for he needs freedom to live 
and grow.

Inside Labor

Mass 
National 
Strike Pre­ 
dicted As Big Union Coalition 
Organizes to Take on GE and 
Westinghouse. 
New York: - You can be sure 
if it’s Westinghouse and Gen­ 
eral Electric on one hand and a 
coalition of eight unions lead by 
such men as Walter Reuther, 
George Meany and young Paul 
Jennings on the other, and both 
sides are insulting each other 
.. there's an Armageddon in our 
future. 
Strong forces are maneuver­ 
ing for fixed positions. There 
could be a strike this fall. And 
no minor matter this. 
The labor team leads 180,- 
000 skilled employes in scores 
of plants. This is not just elec­ 
tric bulb and vacuum cleaner 
stuff. 
It could 
affect at least 100 
other unions which GE and Wes­ 
tinghouse deal. It could reach 
to the moon by affecting sec­ 
tions 
of 
the intricate Apollo 
moon project feeder system s. 
Meanwhile, 
back 
here on 
eartn, a bitter showdown over 
the myriad contracts which ex­ 
pire on Oct. 2 could mean 
disruption 
of 
critical plants 
such as the GE installation at 
Lynn, Mass. There they make 
small 
jet 
engines 
for heli­ 
copters now scheduled 
for 
Viet Nam. 
There are other plants such 
as the big jet production center 
on the outskirts of Cincinnati 
which would be paralyzed - 
and mills turning out huge gen­ 
erators, 
desalinating equip­ 
ment and electronic system s 
too classified to discuss. 
Talk to both sides and they 
respond with statements that 
they are not “ strike oriented.” 
But the labor team, not yet 
publicized but soon to hit the 
headlines as “ The Committee 
on Collective Bargaining,” is 
running 17 major strategy meet­ 
ings 
in 11 states In coming 
weeks. And GE's intra - plant, 
employe • relations information 
letter alerts company super­ 
visors for a possible strike and 
briefs them on procedures for 
obtaining police protection. 
The “ coordinated” team of 
unionists, some of whose lead­ 
ers have struck everything from 
the moonport to phantom jet, 
bullet, ball powder, and brass 
shell plants, charges the GE re­ 
fuses to bargain. • 
A GE vice president, Virgil 
Day, restorts bluntly that “the 
torpedoing of the sub-commit­ 
tee proposal on one pretext or 
another, plus the raising of un­ 


realistic goals which are based 
on factors not relevant to our 
situation, seem s to suggest that 
the eight • union coalition is in­ 
tent 
on 
crisis bargaining to 
force a strike in the hope of 
getting the settlement dictated 
in Washington.” 
Another 
GE official, Phil 
Moore, 
manager, 
Employee 
Relations Service of the multi­ 
billion 
dollar 
corporation, 
charges that the “ very magni­ 
tude of” the unions’ demands 
suggests 
“that 
the coalition 
group has set a collision course 
toward a strike crisis to force 
federal intervention. . .” 
All this should not give the 
im pression that there has been 
any bargaining on the union de­ 
mands. 
The 
bargaining has 
pivoted on who is going to do 
the bargaining. This is most 
significant. 


Never before, that I can recol­ 
lect, have so many influential 
national 
labor leaders banded 
together, set up a national head­ 
quarters 
and moved against 
a major corporation in such co­ 
ordinated fashion. There 
are 
sm all unions in the eight-union 
cordial entente - such as the 
flint glass workers. 
Their action committee met in 
their headquarters at 1126-16th 
St. N. W. in Washington, D. C. 
last Friday morning. The big 
fellows said they look out for 
the little ones. 


This skull session came just 
48 hours after the coalition had 
met with some GE executives in 
the bargaining suites in this 
city. The meeting did not last 
long. The GE bargainers said 
courteously, but with steeled 
firm ness, they would negotiate 
with some of the unions 
in­ 
dividually. But not as a group. 
And then the company men de­ 
parted. 
Before they left they said they 
would never deal with the coali­ 
tion as a team. Later a spokes­ 
man for the labor alliance told 
this columnist that the team will 
stay Intact forever. 
“ We started in October. It is

Reuther 
and

SHINING HOURS 
Spring’s green tide sweeps over the meadows 
and valleys; it climbs upland fields and covers 
pasture hillsides.

Later, sign makers 
began sawing off the corners of the diamond to 
get an octagon. 
For years, the size of signs was limited to 
two feet square. That was the largest that could 
be made with the machinery of a major Mid­ 
western sign manufacturer. 
Today, some signs are huge. One of the largest 
is a directional sign on a Chicago expressway. 
It’s 60 feet long ^nd can be read from half a 
mile. 
AU signs are getting bigger, especially signs 
on limited-access highways. Traffic engineers 
^realize that signs must be bigger if they are 
to be seen — and comprehended — by motorists 
traveling at high turnpike speeds. 
Another aid to visibility of signs at high speeds 
is reflectivity. A sign that glows brilliantly in 
^headlights can be seen sooner and read more 
easily than a painted sign. The U.S. Bureau 
of Public Roads now requires that all signs in­ 
tended to be seen at night be reflective. 
: The future? One of the most intriguing pos­ 
sibilities is a “talking” sign that will broadcast 
a message into your car. It’s being tested.

: Some 800,000 or more students who are asking 
Jor deferment from the draft will take qualifica­ 
tion examinations in the next few weeks. The 
Jirst test will be given on Saturday (May 14). 
jDther tests will come on May 21 and June 3. 
; STUDENTS WHO WANT TO ENTER OR RE­ 
IM AIN in college next autumn must take tests now 
io qualify for draft deferment. Grades made on 
jthe examination will be one of the yardsticks 
local draft boards can use to determine whether 
to grant college qualification. 
: The tests will be administered by Science Re­ 
search Associates of Chicago. Students may take 
Jhe test only once. Some 1,200 centers will be 
established throughout the nation for the examin­ 
ations. 
New Selective Service criteria for college 
student deferment, issued March 24, 1966, re­ 
quire freshmen to be in the upper half among the 
full-time male members of their class. For suc­ 
ceeding years in college, the required standing 
: is upper two-thirds in the sophomore year and 
upper three-fourths in the following years, in­ 
cluding in some cases graduate study after the 
• fourth year. 


Students who do not qualify by class standing 
may obtain deferment by making a score of 70 
on the Selective Service System’s college quali­ 
fication test. 
THE WHOLE IDEA of draft deferment on the 
basis of college standing or tests raises chal­ 
lenging questions. Rep. Hugh Carey (D N. Y.) 
said on April 28 that large families — especially 
from minority groups — were bearing the brunt 
of the draft. 
In a letter to Selective Service 
Director Lewis B. Hershey, Rep. Carey proposed 
establishing a rule that would permit only one son 
at a time to serve. Carey, the father of IO chil­ 
dren, said it is often hard for parents of several 
children to send them all to college. 
Thus many boys are not able to get draft defer­ 
ments. Moreover, the exemption does not apply 
to a 20-year-old who prefers a career, say, as 
a mechanic or industrial worker. 
In World Wars I and II eligibility for the draft 
was established by lot. 
Any young man whose 
number had been called was subject to induction 
if he could not prove to the satisfaction of his 
local board that his was a special case. 
The present system, the Baltimore Sun ob­ 
serves piles “unfairness upon unfairness.” Any 
draft is of course unfair, just as life, in Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s phrase, is unfair. But the Sun 
asks about the eligibility tests; “ Even if they 
measure intellectual attainment or potential as 
they are supposed to do, is this nation really 
in favor of a system that says a man’s duty to 
his country is inversely proportional to his wit?” 
As for the class standing, the newspaper makes 
the further point that a student at a hard school 
like Johns Hopkins who maintains a “C” average 
is at a disadvantage as against one at an easy 
school who has no trouble establishing a “ B” 
average. For the young man who studiously wants 
to avoid being posted to South Viet Nam, the 
motivation for attending a country club college is 
clear. 
SELECTIVE SERVICE, like any kind of con­ 
scription, was originally established to spread 
the burden of military serv” 'e and the risk of 
death. In part it was felt ti t military service 
restricted to volunteers mi, it cruelly skim off 
the cream — physically an' mentally — of an 
entire generation. 
Today, with one out of six Selective Service 
registrants being drafted, almost the reverse 
is true. And the mounting criticism is not 
reserved to so-called 
doves in regard to 
Viet Nam.

The network, called Law En­ 
forcement Teletypewriter Ser­ 
vice (LETS), was developed by 
Bell System in cootie rat ion with 
state police communications of­ 
ficers. 
"The increasing mobility of 
today's law breakers, coupled 
with the nation's crime rate, 
is creating a greater aware­ 
ness of the need for fast, ef­ 
ficient communications between 
state and municipal law en­ 
forcement agencies." declared 
Colonel E. L (Mike) Hockaday. 
Superintendent of the Missouri 
Highway patrol. "The new tele­ 
typewriter network will reduce 
message sending time between 
participating states from days 
and hours to just minutes." 
The type of information trans­ 
mitted via LETS includes bul­ 
letins on stolen property or 
missing pet sons, descriptions 
of criminals and information on 
crimes, 
such as burglary or 


robbery, automobile registra­ 
tion and drivers license checks, 
details on automobile accidents, 
as well as administrative mes- 
ages. 
The need for fast, efficient 
written communications among 
law enforcement agencies In the 
United States led to the first 
LETS systems. By the mld- 
1950’s a number of intrastate 
systems were in use. These 
developed into interstate ar­ 
rangements which aided law 
officers in keeping ahead of 
criminals 
using fast trans­ 
portation to outdistance com­ 
munications. 
Tl»e new LETS network joins 
regional communications sys­ 
tems providing police with a 
completely 
automatic nation­ 
wide law enforcement network.

I introduced 
a bill on February 3rd of this

suddenly

have done has not sufficed . . . 
"It is heart-breaking to real­ 
ize that people continue to view 
the traffic accident phenomenon 
from the point of view of 50 
years ago, illustrated by three 
frequently 
heard 
canards. 
First, it is said the American 
people are indifferent about the 
loss of human life on our road­ 
ways. Second it is said that 
we gladly pay the price in human 
life for the thrill of speed. And 
third, it is said that people don't 
want anything done — that death 
on the highway is just one of 
the risks you take for the con­ 
venience and pleasure of driving 
where you want to go . . . 
"How 
did those 
ridiculous 
propositions 
gain such wide 
currency? 
"The answer is two-fold. Be­ 
cause of the special nature of 
the traffic accident and because 
of the methods we have used to 
achieve a safer traffic environ­ 
ment. A traffic accident is an 
individual occurrence. It is un­ 
dramatic except for those Im­ 
mediately involved. It does not 
have an unfavorable economic 
consequence except to the vlc- 


Even the bus and truck have 
been regulated for safety and the 
casualties have been strikingly 
low. Five passengers die for 
every IO billion miles traveled 
by train; 13 for travel by bus; 
14 for travel by airplane BUT 
570 die tor every IO blllion miles 
traveled by car. 
•'My proposal is to establish a 
National Traffic Safety Agency 
for traffic losses have become 
a national problem effecting in­ 
terstate commerce and as there 
should be a national response 
to the problem, there should be 
national leadership In building 
safety traffic environment. . . "

brought his craft safely back to 
earch. 
In just the same way, social 
planners design vast and com­ 
plex bureaucratic machinery 
for redistributing wealth, pro­ 
viding education and jobs, and 
taking care of people generally. 
They often fool themselves Into 
thinking that their machinery’ 
can solve all problems and that 
men need only do what the plan 
tells them. 
Once actually in operation, 
these plans Invariably prove 
defective In a thousand ways, 
because 
human 
behavior is 
more complex than any machine 
ever imagined. Without people 
willing at least on occasion to 
break the pattern and impro­ 
vise. 
these social schemes 
would never even appear to 
work Man is not a machine and 
he will never function like one, 
for he needs freedom to live 
and grow.

Westinghouse. 
New York: - You can be sure 
if it's Westinghouse and Gen­ 
eral Electric on one hand and a 
coalition of eight unions lead by 
such men as Walter Reuther, 
George Meany and young Paul 
Jennings on the other, and both 
sides are insulting each other 
- there's an Armageddon in our 
future. 
Strong forces are maneuver­ 
ing for fixed positions. There 
could be a strike this fail. And 
no minor matter this. 
The labor team leads 180,- 
OOO skilled employes in scores 
of plants, 'nils is not just elec­ 
tric bulb and vacuum cleaner 
stuff. 
It could affect at least IOO 
other unions which GE and Wes­ 
tinghouse deal, It could reach 
to the moon by affecting sec­ 
tions of the intricate Apollo 
moon project feeder systems. 
Meanwhile, 
back here on 
earth, a bitter showdown over 
the myriad contracts which ex­ 
pire on Oct. 2 could mean 
disruption of critical plants 
such as the GE installation at 
Lynn, Mass. There they make 
small 
jet engines 
for heli­

bullet, ball powder, and brass 
shell plants, charges the GE re­ 
fuses to bargain.* 
A GE vice president, Virgil 
Day, restorts bluntly that "the 
torpedoing of the sub-commit­ 
tee proposal on one pretext or 
another, plus the raising of un­ 


realistic goals which are based 
on factors not relevant to our 
situation, seems to suggest that 
the eight • union coalition is in­ 
tent on crisis bargaining to 
force a strike in the hope of 
getting the settlement dictated 
in Washington." 
Another 
GE official, Phil 
Moore, 
manager, 
Employee 
Relations Service of the multi- 
billion 
dollar corporation, 
charges that the "very magni­ 
tude of" the unions* demands 
suggests 
"that 
the coalition 
group has set a collision course 
toward a strike crisis to force 
federal intervention. . ." 
All this should not give the 
impression that there has been 
any bargaining on the union de­ 
mands. 
The 
bargaining has 
pivoted on who is going to do 
the bargaining. This is most 
significant. 
Never before, that lean recol­ 
lect, have so many influential 
national 
labor leaders banded 
together, set up a national head­ 
quarters 
and moved against 
a major corporation in such co­ 
ordinated fashion. There 
are 
small unions in the eight-union 
cordial entente - such as the 
flint glass workers. 
Their action committee met in 
their headquarters at 1126-16th 
St. N. W. in Washington, D.C* 
last Friday morning. The big 
fellows said they look out tor 
the little ones. 
This skull session came just 
48 hours after the coalition had 
met with some GE executives in 
the bargaining suites in this 
city. The meeting did not last 
long. The GE bargainers said 
courteously, but with steeled 
firmness, they would negotiate 
with some of the unions

dividually. But not as a group. 
And then the company men de­ 
parted. 
Before they left theysaldthey 
would never deal with the coali­ 
tion as a team. Later a spokes­ 
man for the labor alliance told 
this columnist that the team will 
stay intact forever, 
"We started in October. It is

well. 
Reuther and 
Meany 
meant 
it when they 
pledged support. We just won't 
abandon it. It won't M i apart. 
You can give heavy odds on 
that." 
It does appear that both sides 
will hold the line through the 
monsoon season. The deadline 
is Qqt. 2. 
But deadlines have a fatiguing 
habit of rolling around 
real 
fast.

The 
various candidates made their 
speaking 
tours on horsetjack 
as there were no railroads.

I knew one 
man named Bouldin, who bet his 
farm, stock and, in fact, every­ 
thing that he possessed, on the 
Democratic candidate for presi­ 
dent. His boast was, "If I win 
Julia will ride in a thousand 
dollar carriage and if I lose she 
will walk."

was the year that James Bu­

One man who is particularly 
interested in this month-long 
prom otion is the m anager of the 
Sikeston office of the Public 
Employment Service, Mr. Leon 
G arnett. 
Asked why the ob­ 
servance 
is being held, Mr. 
G arnett said the purpose is to 
pay tribute to the special con­ 
tribution older people make to 
our society and to our economy 
every day. 
"A s a Nation we must not 
overlook the special qualities of 
w orkers past 40", 
said Mr. 
G arnett. Real achievem ents are 
being made every day by re la ­ 
tively older people. Senior C iti­ 
zens Month is an opportunity 
to draw attention to the fact 
that the qualities of imagination, 
p ersistence, and courage and 
w illingness to take on new Ideas 
and new methods are within the 
minds of men and women of all 
a g e s." 
Mr. Garnett went on to say 
that unfortunately too many em ­ 
ployers seem to think that older 
w orkers 
cannot produce as 
much as younger ones, and that 
it is costly to hire anyone in 
the middle or later years in life. 
This point of view has created 
a real employment problem for 
the so-called "o ld er w o rk ers." 
The problem has become so 
acute, says Mr. G arnett, that 
many local offices in the nation­ 
wide network of public em ploy­ 
ment offices have specialists 
in counseling, job development, 
and placem ent of older w orkers. 
The fact that there is a need 
for such specialities is in itself 
a paradox in today's expend­ 
ing economy and rapidly grow­ 
ing job m arket. 
One of the most common com ­ 
plaints of em ployers is that 
they are unable to fill their 
growing job needs with skilled 
and experienced w orkers. And 


yet, many of these sam e em ­ 
ployers have artificial age b ar­ 
riers which prevent the hiring 
>f w orkers over 40 or 45, and 
vhich force long-tim e experi­ 
enced w orkers to re tire as early 
a s 55, regardless of their health 
o r ability to contribute. 
"T he effect 
is ," 
says Mr. 
G arnett, "th at we are putting 
millions of potential producers 
on the shelf. We are treating 
birthdays as 
if they were a 
disease, and too often we treat 
disease as if it were a m atter 
of birthdays. 
"W e put great stock in ex­ 
perience, but once a man or 
woman over 40 is unemployed, 
all of his years of experience 
and all his skill that yesterday 
identified him as a key man in 
his firm are foolishly devalu­ 
ated." 
Studies conducted by the De­ 
partm ent of Labor have shown 
that older w orkers are produc­ 
tive, 
efficient, 
reliable, r e ­ 
quire little supervision, and 
have generally excellent work 
attendance reco rd s. More and 
m ore em ployers are finding that 
their arb itra ry hiring policies 
as to age are short-sighted and 
costly. 
One of the goals of Senior 
Citizens Month is to convince 
m ore em ployers to consider 
qualified w orkers over 40 for 
Job openings. M aturity, judg­ 
ment, ability, and skills are 
among the valuable assets a 
forty-plus employee can bring 
to a job. The right man for 
the right job is a goal which 
m ost em ployers establish as 
their hiring policy. To meet 
this goal Mr. G arnett suggested 
a criteria to bear in mind— 
that it's ability, not age, that 
counts.

Worn-out bills are removed 
from circulation by the Federal 
R eserve banks around the coun­ 
try . The T reasury estim ates the

y ears for $50 bills. 
The reserve banks cut the tat­ 
tered bills in half horizontally 
and perforate them with a spe­ 
cial stamp before they are sent 
to Washington.

Roy Abernethy, president of 
American Motors and of the 
Automobile Manufacturers As­ 
sociation, added today: 
"Up to now, there have been 
conflicting sales reports from 
field offices. Some areas have 
reported a depressing effect on 
sales a ss result of the Washing­ 
ton hearings; others report lit­ 
tle or no effect. 
"The latest survey .completed 
by our marketing consultants on 
Monday, shows that the hearings 
are having a negative effect 
on sales." 
Chrysler President Lynn A. 
Townsend stuck by his a sser­ 
tion that "we will not know for 
some time yet what effect auto 
safety discussions and hearings 
have had on sales." He added 
that "we are keeping close tabs 
on It." 
General 
Motors 
President 
Jam es M Roche said Thursday 
In a telephone conversation with 
Sen. 
Abraham 
Riblcoff, D- 
Conn., that he did not believe 
the auto safety probe had hurt 
sales. 


Abernethy and M iller pulled 
no punches in describing the

nounced Monday that Its May 
car quota had been reduced

The latter 
figure, if attained, still would 
be the highest of any May In 
Ford history.

put four plants on short work 
schedules. It said eight others 
would be idled one to three 
days during the rest of this 
month. 
Ford's slowdown was based 
on a different technique, elim i­ 
nating planned Saturday over­ 
tim e at some plants.

The ministers agreed on the 
joint community financing of 
the cost of farm supports by 
July 1. 1967. 


This will apply to all major 
farm products for which com­ 
mon rules and prices have been 
set. It is expected to cover all 
Common Market form produce 
by July 1, 1968. 
To raise the level of farm ef­ 
ficiency 
throughout 
the com­ 
munity, particularly in the most 
backward areas like southern 
Italy, the cost of farm improve­ 
ment will be borne partly from 
community funds. 
The means by which the six 
countries individually use to 
protect their farm ers will then 
be replaced by a joint system 
and they will jointly finance 
subsidies 
to dispose of sur­ 
pluses on the world market. 
The Common Market's mem­ 
bers are France, West Germa­ 
ny, Italy, Belgium, the Nether­ 
lands and Luxembourg.

What did Prem ier Nguyen Cao 
Ky say at a news conference 
Saturday about remaining 
in 
power? 
The report that he said he 
would stay in office for at least 
another year has touched off 
controversy In South Vietnam­ 
ese 
political circles and In 
Washington. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
says Ky’s remarks were misin­ 
terpreted and that a transcript 
furnished him of the news con­ 
ference did 
not contain the 
statement by Ky which aroused 
the controversy. 
No transcript was made during 
the conference, although 
Ky 
repeated the gist of his remarks 
afterward for an NBC television 
crew. As reconstructed from 
the NBC tapes and Western 
newsmen's notes, this Is what 
he said: 
Q. Will you 
resign when an 
assembly Is elected this fall: 
A. No. Their mission Is to 
draft the constitution. I will stay 
in power until the National As­ 
sembly is elected. Now It will be 
only a constituent assembly, 
they have no right to name a 
government. . .There will be 
another election some time In 
1967." 
Asked whether he will stay In 
power until then, Ky replied: 
" If I feel strong enough, In 
good health, and if my wife lets 
me — yes." 
Q. That means your govern­ 
ment Is staying In power anoth- ■ 


er year? 
A. The government stays until 
the constitution is drafted. Then 
a legislative assembly will be 
created. 
Q. You mean there will be 
another election next year? 
A. Yes, election for National

could be incomplete.

It is not as surprising as it 
seems on first blush that Mr. 
Justice Black should have writ­ 
ten the lone dissent. From time 
to time the Court's senior mem­ 
ber has shown a remarkable 
respect for the fact that the 
word "property" in the Fifth 
and Fourteenth 
Amendments 
really means property, although 
not by any means at all times. 
He is well known also for literal 
interpretations 
of 
the First 
Amendment. What he did in this 
case was to carry his literalism 
over into the property rights 
field. He said: 


I have previously had a num­ 
ber of occasions to dissent from 
judgments of this Court balanc­ 
ing away the First Amendment’s 
unequivocally guaranteed rights■ 
of free speech, press, assembly 
and petition. In this case, I 
am 
compelled to dissent from 
the Court’s balancing away the 
plain guarantee of Art I, No. 
10, that 


"No State shall***pass any*** 
Law impairing the Obligation 
of Contracts*1*1* ," 
a balancing which results in 
the State of Texas’ taking a 
man’s private property for pub­ 
lic use without compensation in 
violation of the equally plain 
guarantee of the Fifth Amend­ 
ment, made applicable to the 
States by the Fourteenth, that 
" * * * private property (shall 
not) be taken for public use, 
without just compensation." 
The respondent, Simmons, is 
the loser and the treasury of 
the State of Texas the ultimate 
beneficiary of the Court's ac­ 
tion. 
After setting forth the facts, 
he observed; 
The Court says that the State, 
after making a contractual ob­ 
ligation voluntarily and eager­ 
ly when the property was a 
drug on the market, was never­ 
theless free to enact the 1941 
statute which not only impaired 
but flatly repudiated its former 
obligation after the land had 
greatly increased in value. And 
strange as it sounds, one of 
the 
reasons the Court gives 
as justification for Texas’ re­ 
pudiation of its obligation to 
Simmons and many others is 
that these contracts had turned 
” out to be 
a bad bargain and 
Texas had lost millions of dol­ 
lars by honoring them in the 
past. If the hope and realiza­ 
tion of profit to a contract 
braker are hereafter to be given 
either 
partial or sufficient 
weight to cancel out the unequi­ 
vocal constitutional command 
against impairing the obliga­ 
tions of contracts, that com­ 
mand will be nullified by what 
is the most common cause for 
breaking contracts. 
I cannot 
subscribe to such a devitaliz­ 
ing constitutional doctrine. 
Mr. Justice Black then set 
forth the policy of the Con­ 
tract Clause as follows; 
The Contract Clause was in­ 
cluded in the same section of 
the Constitution which forbids 
States to pass bills of attain­ 
der or ex post facto laws. All 
three of these provisions reflect 
the strong belief of the Fram ­ 
ers of the Constitution that men 
should not have to act at their 
peril, fearing always that the 
State might change its mind and 
alter the legal consequence of 
their past acts so as to take 
away their lives, their liberty 
or their property. James Madi­ 
son explained that the people 
were "weary of the fluctuating 
policy" of State legislatures and 


wanted it made clear that under 
the new Government men could 
safely rely on States to keep 
faith with those who justifiably 
relied on their promises. The

It is not as surprising as it 
seem s on first blush that M r.

without just compensation.” 
The respondent, Simmons, is 
the loser and the treasury of 
the State of Texas the ultim ate 
beneficiary of the Court’s ac­ 
tion. 
After setting forth the facts, 
he observed: 
The Court says that the State, 
after making a contractual ob­ 
ligation voluntarily and eag er­ 
ly when the property was a 
drug on the m arket, was never­ 
theless free to enact the 1941 
statute which not only im paired 
but flatly repudiated its form er 
obligation after the land had 
greatly increased in value.

against impairing the obliga­ 
tions of contracts, that com ­ 
mand will be nullified by what 
is the most common cause for 
breaking contracts, I cannot 
subscribe to such a devitaliz­ 
ing constitutional doctrine. 
M r. Justice Black then set 
forth the policy of the Con­ 
tract Clause as follows; 
The Contract Clause was in­ 
cluded in the same section of 
the Constitution which forbids 
States to pass bills of attain­ 
der or ex post facto laws. All 
three of these provisions reflect 
the strong belief of the F ram ­ 
e rs of the Constitution that men 
should not have to act at their 
peril, fearing always that the 
State might change its mind and 
alter the legal consequence of 
their past acts so as to take 
away their lives, their liberty 
or their property. Jam es Madi­ 
son explained that the people 
were “ weary of the fluctuating 
policy” of State legislatures and

—A concurrent resolution re­ 
affirming the Senate's goal of 
parity prices for agriculture. If 
passed, the resolution would 
extend to all government agen­ 
cies 
the important responsi­ 
bility of working toward parity 
prices. Under present law only 
the Department of Agriculture 
is committed to this goal. 
On March 15, 1966, agricul­ 
tural prices in the United States 
were 82% of parity.

— A bill to im prove Congres­ 
sional controls on the importa­ 
tion of milk and dairy products. 
The bill keeps dairy im ports at 
the 
1961-1965 
average 
and 
would restrict the Federal Tar­ 
iff C om m ission which has been 
perm uting greater and greater 
quantities of dairy products to 
be 
im ported. Recent modest 
dairy incom e gains in M issouri 
could be com pletely wiped out 
unless C ongress acts to make 
m ore effective our control on 
dairy im ports. 
— A concurrent resolution re­ 
affirming the Senate's goal of 
parity p rices for agriculture. If 
passed, 
the 
resolution would 
extend to all government agen­ 
cie s 
the important responsi­ 
bility of working toward parity 
p rices. Under present law only 
the Department of Agriculture 
is com m itted to this goal. 
On March 15, 1966, agricul­ 
tural p rices in the United States 
were 82% of p an ty. 
Am now back at work in the 
Senate.

gotton’s Future Depends On It 
American cotton farm ers de­ 
serve and must have a fighting 
chance to reverse the disas­ 
trous trend in their markets. 
Over the 
last quarter of a 
century, they have seen these 
markets invaded by man-made 
fibers, paper, plastics, foreign- 
grown cotton, and others. 
Since 1939, other fibers have 
taken over more than two-fifths 
of U.S. cotton's share of the 
domestic textile market, and 
more than one-half of its share 
of the foreign m arket. 
In the same period, the har­ 
vested acreage 
of 
American 
cotton has been cut by more than 
40 per cent. 
Even so, 
the 
carryover of 
American cotton will set a new 
all-tim e high this season. And 
Congress 
has just enacted a 
new 
cotton program which, 
among other things, is aimed at 
bringing further cuts in pro­ 
duction, at least in the short 
run. 
Cotton farm ers literally have 
their backs to the wall. In their 
effort to 
meet 
price 
com­ 
petition, 
they have 
been in­ 
creasing efficiency 
and pro­ 
ductivity. But continual cut­ 
backs in 
production damage 
efficiency and raise unit costs. 
Unless farm ers are to lose cot­ 
ton as a major crop, they must 
have larger markets to accom­ 
modate 
higher efficiency and 
productivity. 
IS PRICE THE PROBLEM? 
Some of the market 
losses 
have been based on price com­ 
petition. 
This has been par­ 
ticularly true in the case of 
rayon and foreign-grown cot­ 
ton. 
For the time being, however, 
cotton is being made reasonably 
competitive 
through 
govern­ 
ment subsidies. And whatever 
else may be said about it, the 
new four-year program just en­ 
acted by Congress permits the 
government to go the last mile 
in 
making 
American 
cotton 
competitive in price. 
But will this kind of govern­ 
ment price policy win the mar­ 
kets that cotton farm ers so des­ 
perately need? 
It will help. It is a necessary 
condition 
for winning these 
markets. 
But price alone is 
conpletely 
incapable of doing 
the job. 
THE CHALLENGE OF 
MAN-MADE FIBERS 
The greatest challenge to cot­ 
ton is from the man-made fibers 
— many of them much higher in 
price than cotton. 
In the United States, the con­ 
sumption of mad-made fibers 
now exceeds 
that 
of cotton. 
About 95 per cent of the pro­ 
duction of these fibers is ac­ 
counted 
for by just 10 giant 
corporations. And their gains 
against cotton have been based 
on enormous spending on re­ 
search and promotion— spend­ 
ing which currently is about 
$200 million a year. 
They are using research to 
put new consumer appeals in 
their fibers— to give them new 
features which can be promoted 
year after year, 
in 
all the 
different end use m arkets. 
The overwhelming success of 
the non-cellulosic fibers such 
as nylon and polyester — all 
more expensive than cotton— 
is the best possible illustration 
of what can be accomplished 
through quality improvement, 
product development and pro­ 
motion. Between 1960 and 1964, 
the non-cellulosics took about 
two-thirds of the 
4 - million- 
bale growth 
in the domestic 
market. 
These 
gains 
by the 
more expensive fibers are the 
great new thrust in the textile 
world today. 
WHAT COTTON FARMERS 
HAVE DONE 
Pitted against the few giant 
man-made 
fiber corporations 
are almost a half-million cot­ 
ton farm ers. They are loosely 
organized. 
Individually, 
their 
resources 
are 
comparatively 
sm all. They have obvious dif­ 
ficulties in competing in re­ 
search and promotion. But they 
have been fighting back in the 
only wa£y they 
can; 
that is, 
through group effort. 
In 1939, farm ers joined with 
• other branches of the industry 
in forming and sigjporting the 
National Cotton Council, which 
is 
dedicated to the 
task of 
increasing the consumption of 
American cotton through cost 
reduction, 
quality 
improve­ 
ment, and sales promotion. 
Over the years, the Council’s 
over-all program has been built 
up to a peak level of about $3 
million a year. It has produced 
excellent results in term s of 
the 
dollars 
it had to spend. 
But cotton farm ers realized, 
by 1960, that the Council’s pro­ 
gram could not begin to achieve 
the size necessary to cope with • 
the man-made fiber challenge. 
So they took another*'important 
step. They decided to supple­ 
ment and reinforce the Coun­ 
cil’s work by forming the Cot­ 
ton Producers Institute — an 
organization to be financed by 
$l-per-b ale contributions from 
farm ers, for the sole purpose 
of increasing cotton research 
and promotion to an adequate 
level. 
Since then, the Institue has 
become a reality. While it works 
hand in hand with the Council— 
and utilizes 
the staff of the 
Council to eliminate any over­ 
head — it is separately con­ 
trolled by the producers who 


put up the money. 
Currently, the Institute has a 
budget of just over $3 mil­ 
lion 
a year. 
This 
has per­ 
mitted cotton to have, for the 
first time, a significant invest­ 
ment in advertising aimed di­ 
rectly at the consumer. It has, 
for the first time, enabled the 
industry to make major con­ 
tributions 
in several crucial 
areas of research. 
Even so, cotton is still far 
short of having the funds that 
are necessary to make it com­ 
petitive in research and pro­ 
motion. And it has become abun­ 
dantly clear that the Institute, 
under its present finance pro­ 
gram, cannot hope to increase, 
or even to maintain, its present 
level of revenue. 
THE COMPETITIVE FACTOR 
To understand the Insitute’s 
finance problem, it is necessary 
to keep in mind that there are 
almost 500,000 separate cotton 
farm ers 
spread 
across 
the 
Southern one-third of the coun­ 
try, from the Carolinas to Cali­ 
fornia. It would be self-defeat­ 
ing— it would be prohibitive in 
cost— to try to make individual 
contacts with, and collections 
from, all these farm ers. The 
only sound way to make col­ 
lections is to utilize the proc­ 
essing and handling firms where 
cotton 
becomes concentrated. 
One of the difficulties here is 
that 
the 
processor-handier 
firms are fiercely competitive 
among themselves. And the $1- 
per-bale collection for the In­ 
stitute can be a real competitive 
factor. 
Assume, for example, an area 
in which gins are to make col­ 
lections. There is no problem 
if all the gins in the area co­ 
operate fully with the Institute. 
But if just one gin in an area 
refuses to collect in order to 
gain an edge over his competi­ 
tors, the whole system breaks 
down and no one collects. This 
is the key reason why the In­ 
stitute cannot move ahead in 
many 
important 
areas, 
even 
where the great majority of pro­ 
ducers 
and 
other industry 
groups are strongly in favor 
of its program. 
UNIFORM COLLECTION IS A 
MUST 
Producer leaders have had to 
face the necessity of develop­ 
ing a uniform collection proce­ 
dure. After carefully studying 
every possible alternative, they 
have 
concluded that there is 
only one 
realistic 
approach: 
This is to use a referendum 
to permit farm ers to decide on 
the establishment of a uniform 
collection system . 
The Board of ^Trustees of the 
Institute has approved this ap­ 
proach. So has the Board and 
the delegate body of the Nation­ 
al Cotton Council. Approval also 
was expressed by virtually all 
of the 2,000 key growers attend­ 
ing 
14 
Institute 
committee 
meetings across the Cotton Belt 
in m id-1965. 
THE PROPOSAL 
The proposal calls for enabl­ 
ing 
legislation which, in es­ 
sence, would provide for the 
following: 
A referendum of cotton grow­ 
ers, on a Beltwide basis, on 
the question of a research and 
promotion assessment of $1 a 
bale. 
Two-thirds approval of 
those voting, or of the volume 
represented by 
those voting, 
would be required. This assess­ 
ment could be discontinued if 
it failed to win simple majority 
approval in subsequent referen- 
dums. 
Voluntary participation of in­ 
dividual growers is provided for 
in the proposal. While collec­ 
tions would be uniform in order 
to eliminate 
the 
competitive 
factor among processors and 
handlers, any grower could re­ 
quest and receive a refund of 
his money. 
Producer organizations in the 
various states would apply to 
the Secretary of Agriculture for 
approval to participate in the 
program . 
Approval would be 
based on a careful set of criteria 
to determine the extent to which 
a given organization is qual­ 
ified to represent cotton pro­ 
ducers. 
A Cotton Board would be ap­ 
pointed by the Secretary, from 
nominations submitted by the 
approved producer organiza­ 
tions. Each of the 14 major 
cotton states would have at least 
lone Board member, with ad­ 
ditional members being allotted 
to the heavier producing states. 
The Board would be a quasi- 
governmental body. It would re­ 
ceive the funds; contract with a 
Beltwide cotton producer or­ 
ganization 
for their expendi­ 
ture; and in general look after 
the government’s responsibility 
for seeing that the funds are 
spent for the purposes intended. 
The governing body of the B elt- 
wide 
producer 
organization 
would be selected by the ap­ 
proved producer organizations 
in the various cotton states— 
just as the CPI Board is now se­ 
lected. Each state 
would be 
represented on the governing 
body in ratio to the funds paid 
in, just as at present. The gov­ 
erning body would have the pow­ 
e r to utilize the experience and 
demonstrated ability of the re­ 
search and promotion staff of 
the National Cotton Council and 
thus avoid overhead expenses. 
APPROACH? 
There is nothing radical or 
new in the idea of cotton farm­ 
e rs— or other farm ers— being 


permitted to vote in a referen­ 
dum on matters that are of vital 
concern to them. 
E ver since 1938, farmers have 
been voting in referendums on 
the 
approval 
of 
marketing 
quotas which have served as the 
basis for acreage allotments. 
Many years ago, in the Mis­ 
sissippi Delta, farmers voted 
in a referendum to do something 
about flood control by assess­ 
ing themselves a dollar per bale 
on the cotton they produced. 
And this 
same principle of 
financing has long since been 
applied to research and promo­ 
tion for a wide variety of farm 
commodities — fruit, 
dairy 
products, wool, vegetables, and 
others. 
In fact, a study of the U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
dated June, 1965, shows there 
are 
128 commissions, coun­ 
cils, boards, institures, etc., 
which 
have 
been 
established 
under federal or state enabling 
laws, to do promotion or re­ 
search in behalf of farm com­ 
modities. These organizations 
are financed by assessments, 
check-offs or taxes which have 
been approved in producer ref­ 
erendums. 
Cotton farmers have simply 
reached the point in time when 
they must use this same long- 
established approach in financ­ 
ing the research and promotion 
that is essential to their sur­ 
vival. 
THE REAL ISSUE 
American cotton farmers are 
asking for nothing more than the 
chance to save themselves from 
destruction. This is the real 
issue and it must be judged on 
its m erits. 
Farm ers want a practical way 
to put 14) their own money, on 
a fair and equal basis, for the 
sole purpose of promoting cot­ 
ton products and of conducting 
research to lower costs, im­ 
prove quality, and develop bet­ 
ter products to serve the con­ 
sum er. 
With thisprogram of self-help, 
farm ers will do more than save 
themselves. They will save for 
the consuming public the most 
versatile and useful fiber ever 
known to man. They also will 
save an industry that employs 
millions and has long been a 
vital part of American agri­ 
culture and a major factor in our 
national economy.

Sometimes when I write these 
article s, 
I have to stop and 
translate the words which nat­ 
urally describe the action and 
events into words which can be 
easily understood, but lack the 
descriptive power of the words 
that actually fit. 
Every type of occupation has 
words coined just for use within 
that field, because experience 
has shown that certain words 
and phrases more accurately 
fit any given situation within 
that particular profession, than 
everyday English. This is true 
in

from 
Adver­ 
tising’ s “ Let’ s run it up the 
flagpole and see if anyone sa­ 
lu tes,” to Ziegfleld’s Follies’ 
“ Show-Biz.” The military pro­ 
fession is even more prone to 
create it’s own language than 
other professions, because it’s 
situation is more unique than 
m ost. In order to facilitate fu­

“ Roger one seven winds calm 
altim eter two niner niner seven 
off 
at 
two six contact flight 
follin fox mike.” (permission 
is granted, the winds are calm, 
the baram etric pressure is 29.- 
97 inches, you are taking off at 
26 minutes after the hour. A r­ 
range for radar to monitor your 
flight by calling on your FM 
rad io.) The entire transmission 
is 
run together in one long 
string. 
| 
“ One Seven” (the pilot has 
understood the instructions and 
will comply with them. 
Our mission for today is to 
support ARVN (Army of the Re­ 
public of Viet Nam) and act as 
FAC for VNAF (Forward Air 
Controller for Vietnamese Air 
F o rc e .) Since we are SLICK 
(Without guns on the helicopter) 
we may also DUSTOFF(Evacu­ 
ate wounded). When we pick out 
a 
potential 
target, 
we 
will 
SMOKE IT (drop a smoke bomb) 
so that TACAIR (Tactical A ir­ 
craft-Figh ters) and DELIVER 
ORDINANCE (bomb and strafe). 


Pathfinders have laid out an 
LZ. (Men who are trained for 
that purpose have 
located a 
landing zone) so we can make 
a BENNY RUN (deliver C -ra ­ 
tions, Benny derived from bene­ 
fits and benefits meaning one of 
the benefits of being in the Army 
is the food). 
Going in is going to be a little 
HAIRY 
(scarey) 
because 
CHARLIE (the VC)has the place 
registered with EIGHTY ONES 
(the YC have pre-aimed 81mm 
m ortars at the area). 
After we land we see that it

going to be real 
TIGHT 
(trees 
close into the landing 
zone) and we are going to have 
to 
GRAB

HANDFUL

gotton’s Future Depends On It 
American cotton farmers de­ 
serve and must have a fighting 
chance to reverse the disas­ 
trous trend in their markets. 
Over the last quarter of a 
century, they have seen these 
markets invaded by man-made 
fibers, paper, plastics, foreign- 
grown cotton, and others. 
Since 1939, other fibers have 
taken over more than two-fifths 
of U.S. cotton’s share of the 
domestic textile market, and 
more than one-half of its share 
of the foreign market. 
In the same period, the har­ 
vested acreage of American 
cotton has been cut by more than 
40 per cent. 
Even so, the carryover of 
American cotton will set a new 
all-time high this season. And 
Congress has just enacted a 
new 
cotton program which, 
among other things, is aimed at 
bringing further cuts in pro­ 
duction, at least in the short 
run. 
Cotton farmers literally have 
their backs to the walk In their 
effort to meet price com­ 
petition, they have been in­ 
creasing efficiency and pro­ 
ductivity. But continual cut­ 
backs 
in production damage 
efficiency and raise unit costs. 
Unless farmers are to lose cot­ 
ton as a major crop, they must 
have larger markets to accom­ 
modate higher efficiency and 
productivity. 
IS PRICE THE PROBLEM? 
Some of the market losses 
have been based on price com­ 
petition. This has been par­ 
ticularly true in the case of 
rayon and foreign-grown cot­ 
ton. 
For the time being, however, 
cotton is being made reasonably 
competitive 
through 
govern­ 
ment subsidies. And whatever 
else may be said about it, the 
new four-year program just en­ 
acted by Congress permits the 
government to go the last mile 
in making American 
cotton 
competitive in price. 
But will this kind of govern­ 
ment price policy win the mar­ 
kets that cotton farmers so des­ 
perately need? 
It will help. It is a necessary 
condition 
for winning these 
markets. 
But price alone is 
conpletely incapable of doing 
the job. 
THE CHALLENGE OF 
MAN-MADE FIBERS 
The greatest challenge to cot­ 
ton is from the man-made fibers 
—many of them much higher in 
price than cotton. 
In the United States, the con­ 
sumption of mad-made fibers 
now exceeds that of cotton. 
About 95 per cent of the pro­ 
duction of these fibers is ac­ 
counted for by just IO giant 
corporations. And their gains 
against cotton have been based 
on enormous spending on re­ 
search and promotion—spend­ 
ing which currently is about 
$200 million a year. 
They are using research to 
put new consumer appeals in 
their fibers—to give them new 
features which can be promoted 
year after year, in all the 
different end use markets. 
The overwhelming success of 
the non-cellulosic fibers such 
as nylon and polyester — all 
more expensive than coron­ 
is the best possible illustration 
of what can be accomplished 
through quality improvement, 
product development and pro­ 
motion. Between 1960 and 1964, 
the non-celluloslcs took about 
two-thirds of the 4-mtllion- 
bale growth in the domestic 
market. These gains by the 
more expensive fibers are the 
great new thrust in the textile 
world today. 
WHAT COTTON FARMERS 
HAVE DONE 
Pitted against the few giant 
man-made fiber corporations 
are almost a half-million cot­ 
ton farmers. They are loosely 
organized. Individually, their 
resources are comparatively 
small. They have obvious dif­ 
ficulties in competing in re­ 
search and promotion. But they 
have been fighting back in the 
only wily they can; that is, 
through group effort. 
In 1939, farmers joined with 
«other branches of the industry 
in forming and supporting the 
National Cotton Council, which 
is dedicated to the task of 
increasing the consumption of 
American cotton through cost 
reduction, 
quality 
improve­ 
ment, and sales promotion. 
Over the years, the Council’s 
over-all program has been built 
up to a peak level of about $3 
million a year. It has produced 
excellent results in terms of 
tile dollars it had to spend. 
But cotton farmers realized, 
by 1060, that tho Council’s pro­ 
gram could not begin to achieve 
the size necessary to cope with 
the man-made fiber challenge, 
So they took Mottler' Important 
step. They decided to supple­ 
ment and reinforce the Coun­ 
cil’s work by forming the Cot­ 
ton Producers Institute — an 
organization to be financed by 
$l-per-bale contributions from 
farmers, for the sole purpose 
of increasing cotton research 
• 
and promotion to an adequate 
level. 
Since then, the Instltue has 
become a reality, While it Works 
hand in hand with the Council— 
and utilizes the staff of the 
Council to eliminate any over­ 
head — it is separately con­ 
trolled by the producers who 


put up the money. 
Currently, the Institute has a 
budget of just over $3 mil­ 
lion a year. This has per­ 
mitted cotton to have, for the 
first time, a significant invest­ 
ment in advertising aimed di­ 
rectly at the consumer. It has, 
for the first time, enabled the 
industry to make major con­ 
tributions in several crucial 
areas of research. 
Even so, cotton is still far 
short of having the funds that 
are necessary to make it com­ 
petitive in research and pro­ 
motion. And it has become abun­ 
dantly clear that the Institute, 
under its present finance pro­ 
gram, cannot hope to increase, 
or even to maintain, its present 
level of revenue. 
THE COMPETITIVE FACTOR 
To understand the Insitute’s 
finance problem, it is necessary 
to keep in mind that there are 
almost 500,000 separate cotton 
farmers 
spread 
across 
the 
Southern one-third of the coun- 
try , f ro m tho C a r o li n a s to Cali­ 
fornia. It would be self-defeat­ 
ing—it would be prohibitive in 
cost—to try to make individual 
contacts with, and collections 
from, all these farmers. The 
only sound way to make col­ 
lections is to utilize the proc­ 
essing and handling firms where 
cotton becomes concentrated. 
One of the difficulties here is 
that 
the 
processor-handier 
firms are fiercely competitive 
among themselves. And the $1- 
per-bale collection for the In- • 
stltute can be a real competitive 
factor. 
Assume, for example, an area 
in which gins are to make col­ 
lections. There is no problem 
if all the gins in the area co­ 
operate fully with the Institute. 
But if just one gin in an area 
refuses to collect in order to 
gain an edge over his competi­ 
tors, the whole system breaks 
down and no one collects. This 
is the key reason why the In­ 
stitute cannot move ahead in 
many important areas, even 
where the great majority of pro­ 
ducers 
and 
other industry 
groups are strongly in favor 
of its program. 
UNIFORM COLLECTION IS A 
MUST 
Producer leaders have had to 
face the necessity of develop­ 
ing a uniform collection proce­ 
dure. After carefully studying 
every possible alternative, they 
have concluded that there is 
only one realistic approach! 
This is to use a referendum 
to permit farmers to decide on 
the establishment of a uniform 
collection system. 
The Board of Trustees of the 
Institute has approved this ap­ 
proach. So has the Board and 
the delegate body of the Nation­ 
al Cotton Council. Approval also 
was expressed by virtually all 
of the 2*000 key growers attend­ 
ing 
14 
Institute 
committee 
meetings across the Cotton Belt 
in mid-1965. 
THE PROPOSAL 
The proposal calls for enabl­ 
ing legislation which, in es­ 
sence, would provide for the 
following: 
A referendum of cotton grow­ 
ers, on a Beltwide basis, on 
the question of a research and 
promotion assessment of $1 a 
bale. Two-thirds approval of 
those voting, or of the volume 
represented by those voting, 
would be required. This assess­ 
ment could be discontinued lf 
it failed to win simple majority 
approval in subsequent referen­ 
dums. 
Voluntary participation of in­ 
dividual growers is provided for 
in the proposal. While collec­ 
tions would be uniform in order 
to eliminate the competitive 
factor among processors and 
handlers, any grower could re­ 
quest and receive a refund of 
his money. 
Producer organizations in the 
various states would apply to 
the Secretary of Agriculture for 
approval to participate in the 
program. Approval would be 
based O n a careful set of cr iter la 
to determine the extent to which 
a given organization Is qual­ 
ified to represent cotton pro­ 
ducers. 
A Cotton Board would be ap­ 
pointed by the Secretary, from 
nominations submitted by the 
approved producer organiza­ 
tions. Each of the 14 major 
cotton states would have at least 
lone Board member, with ad­ 
ditional members being allotted 
to the heavier producing states. 
The Board would be a quasl- 
governmental body. It would re­ 
ceive the funds; contract with a 
Beltwide cotton producer or­ 
ganization for their expendi­ 
ture; ana in general look after 
the government’s responsibility 
tor seeing that the funds are 
spent for the purposes intended. 
- 
The governing body of the Belt- 
wide 
producer 
organization 
would U selected by the ap­ 
proved producer organizations 
in the various cotton states— 
just as the CPI Board is now se­ 
lected. Each state would be 
represented on the governing 
body in ratio to the funds paid 
in, just as at present. The gov­ 
erning body would have the pow­ 
er to utilize the experience and 
demonstrated ability of the re­ 
search and promotion staff of 
the National Cotton Council and 
thus avoid overhead expenses. 
APPROACH? 
There is nothing radical or 
new in the idea of cotton farm­ 
ers—or other farmers—being 


permitted to vote in a referen­ 
dum on matters that are of vital 
concern to them. 
Ever since 1938, farmers have 
been voting in referendums on 
the 
approval 
of 
marketing 
quotas which have served as the 
basis for acreage allotments. 
Many years ago, in the Mis­ 
sissippi Delta, farmers voted 
in a referendum to do something 
about flood control by assess­ 
ing themselves a dollar per bale 
on the cotton they produced. 
And this same principle of 
financing has long since been 
applied to research and promo­ 
tion for a wide variety of farm 
commodities — fruit, 
dairy 
products, wool, vegetables, and 
others. 
In fact, a study of the U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
dated June, 1965, shows there 
are 128 commissions, coun­ 
cils, boards, lnstltures, etc., 
which have been established 
under federal or state enabling 
laws, to do promotion or re­ 
search in behalf of farm com­ 
modities. These organizations 
are financed by assessments, 
check-offs or taxes which have 
been approved in producer ref­ 
erendums. 
Cotton farmers have simply 
reached the point in time when 
they must use this same long- 
established approach in financ­ 
ing the research and promotion 
that is essential to their sur­ 
vival. 
THE REAL ISSUE 
American cotton farmers are 
asking for nothing more than the 
chance to save themselves from 
destruction. This is the real 
issue and it must be judged on 
its merits. 
Farmers want a practical way 
to put up their own money, on 
a fair and equal basis, for the 
sole purpose of promoting cot­ 
ton products and of conducting 
research to lower costs, im­ 
prove quality, and develop bet­ 
ter products to serve the con­ 
sumer. 
With this program of self-help, 
farmers will do more than save 
themselves. They will save for 
the consuming public the most 
versatile and useful fiber ever 
known to man. They also will 
save an industry that employs 
millions and has long been a 
vital part of American agri­ 
culture and a major factor in our 
national economy.
